Forty-seven 
representatives will be sent to the general j 
court for the next decade. 

Representative Dickinson of Cambridge 
stated to the commissioners that bethought 
lie voiced the sentiments of his district. I 
which now comprises Wards l and 8 of ! 
Cambridge, when he stated that the two ; 
wards should be separated and each given 
a representative. Both wards were in one j 
district now and hud tw’o representatives, 
but they should be separated and given one 
each. 

Ex-Mayor Milton wanted Waltham j 
placed by itself and divided into two dis- ! 
tricts, as it has voters enough for two i 
representatives without Weston. 

Ex-Representative Estabrooks of Newton s 
thought very favorably of adding Weston ! 
to Newton, making one district, which i 
would be entitled to three representatives. 
Newton now has 955 voters more than is 
needed for two representatives, and adding 
Weston's 394, would give it 1,349 more. 

If Newton could not have Weston, then 
Newton *lesire*l to be left alone and have 
two representatives 

Representative Coburn of Weston said 
that his town would much rather he placed 
with another town than Newton. 

Representative Bout well argued in favor 
of making Malden one district, alone by it- 
self, and giving three representatives. I 
Everett, also, through Representative 
Brown, expressed a desire to be placed in | 
one district, and not tacked onto any other j 
place. 

Judge Lombard of Wayland expressed a j 
ilesire that his town he placed with Marl- 
boro, but ex-Representative Williams stated 
that a great number of the people of Way- 
land were against the town's being hitched 
up w ith Marlboro or any other city.

THE ATLANTIC CLUBHOUSE. 

WHERE NEWTON PEOPLE EXJOY THE HOT 
WEATHER. 

Out of the stifling heat of a crowded and 
hustling community of business people, 
where the glass a few days ago registered 
about 95 in the shade, it was no difficult 
matter to conjure up a picture of refresh- 
ing ocean breezes and all th°.charming en- 
vironment in the way of agreeable com- 
panionship. beautiful coast scenery, and 
the restful, invigorating influences that 
tired nature craves, in the way of perfect 
relaxation and indolent enjoyment. It 
was with no small degree of satisfaction, 
therefore, that yonr correspondent hustled 
early in the afternoon for the'wharf of the 
Nantasket steamers and ere long was on 
the way to Pemberton, thence to the objec- 
tive point— the Atlantic Clubhouse at 
Point Allerton — delightfully situated on a 
high hill overlooking the ocean arff! com- 
manding a view unexcelled on the Massa- 
chusetts coast. 

The ride in the electrics from Pemberton 
to Allerton is an experience in itself. 
Imagine a ride along the beach at a pace of 
niarly a mile per minute, with one hand 
clinging to your straw hat, or other type 
of head gear, the other clutching the back 
of the seat in a seemingly anxious manner. 
It is a delightful, if thrilling sensation on a 
hot clay, and one is assured in this way of 
rapid transit, a fleeting glimpse of cottage 
life on the shore, but better still an intr*c- 
duction to a temperature that is cooling 
ami congenial. 

At Allerton. after climbing the great hill, 
one reaches tlie clubhouse. It is the most 
conspicuous building in the place, attrac- 
tive in design, comfortable ami home-like 
in appearance. Its situation could hardly 
be surpassed. The ocean view is simple 
grand. Pt. Allerton may be said to be the 
terminus of a peninsula in the bay, hence 
there is a sweep of water on either side 
and from the broad verandas of the club- 
house the marine picture is one that must 
be seen to be fully appreciated. No de- 
scription of it can do it justice. On the 
east side of the clubhouse, the great ocean 
line steamers bowl along on their way to 
European ports, or returning bring, per- 
haps. the travellers who have been 
journeying on the continent. One mav 
take in at a glance the entire Nantasket 
shore and the long line of cottage- at Bav 
Side, W'aveland ami Keniberma. 

The Atlantic is a family clubhouse. It 
is a substantial, four-story building of 
pleasing architecture, constructed from 
plans prepared by Mr. Robert C. Bridgham 
of this city. It was evidently "made to 
stay." It< cost was about >gn,«mo. Mr. 
Bridgham is the president of the club ami 
its membership is largely made up of New- 
ton people. 

The cliii.e isions of the clubhouse {ground 
floor, are 4oxRs. There are wide piazzas 
on all sides. The building rests on brick 

t »iers. In the basement, there are man}' 
lath rooms, well arranged, opening out 
into u wide corridor, which affords a 
method of egress to the beach. The in- 
terior of the tmilding is finished in North 
Carolina pine, cypress and white wood. 
It is .quipped with all neces.-arv con- 
venience.- including an electric lighting 
plant. Hie kitchen is a gem. No expense 
has been spare*! to render that all import- 
ant place the ideal of the clever chef, 
whose deliciously prepared food is "go«*d 
enough to eat." 

The general arrangement of the build- 
ing is an admirable one. < in the first tloo 
there is a reception hall, large billiard 
room, smoking room, steward’s apart- 
ments, servants quarters, store rooms, 
toilet rooms, etc. The second floor com- 
prises a parlor with a large bay window , 
ladies reception room, principal cafe, 
butler's pantries and two private dining 
rooms. The parlor is very attractively 
furnished. The room contains a large 
open fire place with handsome tiling and a 
wooden mantel of very artistic design. 
There is a very beautiful mantel in the 
dining room and another in the billiard 
room. 

There are 14 sleeping rooms on the third 
floor with bath rooms and toilet rooms. 
The fbior above is similarly arrange*!. 
Altogether the clubhouse is one of the 
finest along the north shore and offers a 
summer rendezvous that is delightful in 
every respect. It is the conception realized 
of Newton gentlemen, who w :th their 
families enjoy “all the comforts of home." 
iu an atmosphere far removed from tepid 
scenes where heat holds sway and renders 
its multitude of perspiring' victims as 
miserable even as that unfortunate chap 
who quarrelled w ith his best giri. 

The club now comprises some .‘50 or more- 
members, but it will undoubtedly move up 
to u higher figure in the near future. T he 
enterprise of those w ho launched it cer- 
tainly deserves the full tnea.-ure of suc- 
cess that is now assured.

There is consternation mnl Indignation 
among liar Yard graduates ami under- 
graduates, just now, over t lie charge that j 
four members of the nine have become | 
professional ball players. The report ; 
originates in the assertion matle by Caspar 
W. Whitney in tho last issue of Harper’s 
Weekly. 

lie says: “Paine, Ilaughton, Chandler 
and Scanned of the Harvard nine, I am 
told, are playing on the Newton Athletic 
Club Team, directly contrary to the ex- j 
pressed wish of their captain. Dean. This j 
Newton club last year and the first of this I 
year paid its pitcher, and the natural in- 
ference is that Paine is being paid also. 
One is judged by one’s company. If a 
college athlete joins a team that pays its 
men, there is all justice in calling him a 
hireling. We regret the departure from 
amateur baseball of sueh men as Paine and 
Haughton. Harvard cannot play these j 
men next year and retain our continence in 
her intention to keep her nine free of all j 
taint.” 

When manager Herbert B. Waters of the ; 
Newton Athletic Club nine was seen Mon- 


day in regard to the matter, he admitted 
that all four men had played with the N. 
A. A. nine. 

"Ilaughton,’’ he said, “played only one 
game. It was the one with the Mt. Wash- 
ingtons, at Everett, on the morning of 
,J illy 4. Chandler played with us twice, 
against the Norwoods on July is, and 
against the New ports on July 23. Paine 
pitched only one game, that w ith the Mt. 
Washingtons on the morning of July 4. 
Scanned has played more than the others. 
He caught in the Mt. Washington game 
and in the game against the South Bostons 
on the afternoon of July 4, and in the 
game we had with the Norwoods on July 
18. That. 1 think, is the extent to which 
the men have played with us.” 

“Did they receive any compensation 
whatever for playing with your nine on 
any of these occasions?” 

’’No, sir. not one man received a cent. 
In fact, no Harvard man who has ever 
played on the Newton nine has been a 
‘hireling.’ Haughton, .Scanned, Chandler 
and Paine are all members of the Newton 
Athletic Association, and being such, they 
played for enjoyment and for honest 
honorable sport on these several occa- 
sions.” 

“Is the Newton club a professional 
nine?” was the next question asked of 
Manager Waters. 

“No, it is not,” he said, with great em- 
phasis. “We are an amateur team, in 
good and regular standing. It is true that 
we have had a man for pitcher who was 
paid to pitch, but under the latest rules an 
amateur club is allowed to have a paid 
batter}’. It is rather a long inference for 
Caspar Whitney to class Paine as a pro- 
fessional, simply because an amateur team 
is allowed to have a professional pitcher, 
or because it has had a professional pitch- 


"A team such as ours could not keep to- 
gether if it were not allowed to have a 
professional pitcher. We are business 
men, most of us, and many of the nine are 
old college players. None of us have time 
to keep in training, so as to be able to 
pitch, so that we must depend upon some 
man who gives his time to it. 

“As for myself I think the attack which 
Caspar Whitney has made is entirely un- 
warranted. We are, according to the 
rules, an amateur nine; we are dependent 
to a large extent upon the Harvard gradu- 
ates and undergraduates, who are members 
of our association, and so entitled to play 
on our nine. To call Haughton, Scanned, 
Paine or Chandler professionals because 
they have played with our club is certainly 
without reason or precedent. We are not 
a closely * rganked nine: no players on it 
are ‘hirelings,’ and we shift our men be- 
cause we must depend upon those who en- 
joy playing bull for pure sport, and the 
same men are not always to be had. For 
this reason we cannot with justice be 
classed even with the so-called “summer” 
nines, and are purely amateur within the 
reading as well as within the spirit of the 
law. This is the way every man of the 
four understood the situation.” 


THEY ItUN NO RISK. 

Lawrence Ilaughton, a brother of Percy 
Ilaughton, himself much interested in 
amateur sport, was seen about the mutter. 
He s lid that his brother had had numerous 
otters to play ou summer nines, but had re- 
fused them all, as lie intended to run no 
risk of losing his amateur standing. Being 
^member of the N. A. A., he played in 
drat one game just for the fun of it, receiv- 
ing no compensation whatever for his play- 
i*g. 

lie thought it was certainly stretching 
4£ue spirit of amateur sport beyond rec- 
ognition when a man cannot play on the 
amateur team of an athletic association oi 
which lie is a member. 

Percy ilaughton is the freshman who 
agile such u wonderful showing towurds 
tfse end of the season on first base, lie 
was at tlie head of the batting list, ami is 
(•crimps tlie best all-round man on the 
Harvard nine, having played in tlie lield as 
well as on first, and being first substitute 
pitcher, if he were ruled out of all 
athletics, lie would l»e greatly missed in 
foot I hi II as well, having had tlie experience 
of one season on tlie varsity eleven, al- 
though lie did not play in the tinul game. 

WHAT DH. llltOOKS SAYS. 


Luckily for the Harvard men, however, 
tin* matter of the standing of the four men 
will not rest with Caspar Whitney. Their 
record will go before tlie Harvard Athletic 
committee at its neat regular meeting, ami 
then tiie question will lie thoroughly dis- 
cussed. What action tlie committee will 
take is, of course, uncertain now. Tlie 
chairman of the committee is away for tlie 
summer so that iiis opinion could not be 
•tbtuiued. 

Dr. W. A. Brooks, Jr., was tlie only 
member of tlie <; ( *uuuittee who could be 
ibund. He said that lie bad not looked 
'xiiit tlie matter enough to express an 
opinion, but was inclined to think tiiat 
there was no agreement between Harvard 
*r.ii any other college about not letting 
flayers join teams similar to tlie Newton 
iuu*. There was nerhups ail umlerstuml- 
chat men should not play on “summer 
resort” nines, but nothing more. 

In. Brooks suid that there would in all 
probability be no meeting of tlie athletic 
committee until next full, w lien tlie .ques- 
tion would lie thoroughly discussed mid 
fairly settled.

BREAKING A RECORD. 


Tho manager of tho London and Glas- 
gow air lino railway, Mr. Swipes, sent me 
on invitation marked “private,” saying 
that ho was bound t<> bent the record made 
by the Lako Shore and Michigan Southern 
railroad now that they had come out into 
print about it. 

He added that when tho Now York Cen- 
tral broke tlie English record they did so 
with their Empire State express, which 
any one could have traveled on who had 
tho money to pay ills fare. This, ho 
claimed, was the right way of breaking a 
record if you nre going to write about it 
afterward. 

Nevertheless lie was going to follow the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern fash- 
ion, just to see what his railroad could do, 
and he invited me, ns a person owning an 
American watch, to come upon the trip, 
but begged mo to say nothing whatever 
about it, for, ho said, instead of breaking 
the record wo might perhups break our 
necks. 

I was to meet him at tho London termi- 
nus of tlie London nnd Glasgow air lino 
at exactly 12 midnight, three weeks ago. 
There was somo little risk in going out at 
that hour, for it is well known that one of 
tlie most obnoxious and oppressive laws, 
made by King Edward himself, is that ev- 
ery man in Loudon must be in Ids own 
house nt 8; 40 o’clock und have lights out 
and be in lied at 0. 

Any one out after that hour is linble to 
arrest, so I stole up and down through tho 
streets and dodged tho policemen until I 
came to the terminus. Here I was amazed 
to find an immense locomotive and one flat 
car, with two camp stools on it. 

“What’s this for?” I said to Swipes. 
“We’re going to break tlie record with 
this trnin,” lie replied. “I want to havo 
it as light as possible, for any ordinary 
carriage meets with such resistance in

Mine, as I think I told you in the letter, 
generally loses 2 hours out of tho 24, so 
1 think we had better not trust to it. ” 

1 strapped myself to one stool aud 
Swipes strapped himself to the other, c >d 
ut 12:15 we pulled out of Murylebono ter- 
minus.. It was agreed tiuit wo were not to 
begin tho record until we passed Highguto, 
and were thus salely out of tlie inlluenco 
of London. 

Tlie distance from London to Glasgow 
is 401.5 miles. We had lor engineer Peter 
McGump, who was a Scotchman, and 
therefore knew tlie road to Glasgow well, 

! and Billy Jones of Whitechapel did the 
firing. 

| We had nobmkeman, liecause, as Swipes 
said, it was not on tlie brakes we were go- 
| ing to depund for breaking the record. 

The engine was known as tlie Mary 
Jane and familiar to nil the operators on 
the roud as "Her Golden Hair Is Hungin 
Down ’er Back.” She gets this nickname 
from her great speed and from tiie fact 
that tlie smoke with sparks in it trails out 
behind like a great Imnuer. 

After leaving Highguto Peter gave her 
more steam, and the spued began to be 
something appalling.

He apparently learned for tlie first time 
tliut engineers do not do their own stok- 
ing, and lie thanked mu for ihu informa- 
tion. 

At last tlie milestones pissed so rapidly 
that Swijies could not keep track of them; 
so we uhuiuloiied tlie attempt to count 
them and took only tlie stations, as we 
iiad a record of the distance lielweeu them. 

1 saw now by making u calculation be- 
tween two stations tliut we were going at 
tlie rate of Dio. 46 an hour, und my huir 
Would have stood on un und were it nut 
for the fact tliut it was standing straight 
out iKiidud. 

By lids time tiie stations pissed us in 
j one continuous streak, as if we were run- 


ning through the suburbs of a big city, 
nnd I was wondering nil tlie time when 
w«> would come to the town, but finally I 
realized that it was Impossible to keep time 
with my excellent watch, and so wo would 
havo to lump tho tiling by calculating 
how long it took us to come from London 
to Glasgow .

AkASKA’S BELL SHAPED MOUNT. 

Front On«> Point of View It Look* a* 
Though Fashioned by Man. 

When the Alaska steamers are getting 
to want Sitka, they go through a passage- 
way known as Finintuton's canal, and if 
they happen to pass a certain point in tho 
daytime a most unusual looking mountain 
can lie set'll. It has been named the “bell ! 
shaped mountain,” nnd a more appropri- , 
ate cognomen could not he found. 

Tills peak, which has always been one 
of the sights for tourists, occupies a most . 
unusual position. It is directly in tho cen- 
ter of the channel nnd when tho steamer 
is going northward seems to block farther 
progress. For several miles before tho 
mountain is reached tho passageway in not ' 
any too wide, and steep mountains oomo I 
close to tho wafer’s edge on ln»th sides, j 
They seem to join the lower portion of tho 
boll shaped mountain and form ay impass- 
able barrier across tlie roadway. 

As tho steamer Is heading directly for 
tho mountain it shows to tlie liest advan- 
tage. Bising abruptly from the mlrrorllko 
surface of tho water, It rears Its head about 
1,000 feet toward tho sky and reveals tho 
most perfect symmetry In its outline. Tho 
shies slope inward, nnd on the top there Is a 
little knoll, the wholo combination form- 
ing a perfect hell. 

If this mountain is seen in tho early 
morning, when the steamer is about flvo 
miles away, it will appear silhouetted 
against tho sky. Tho edges look clean and 
sharp ent, and it is hard to bollovo that it 
Is not tlie work of human hands. It really 
looks like a monster bell placed in tho 
channel. 

Tlie sides of this mountain aro covered 
with a thick growth of pi no trees, nnd, as 
tho steamer draws near, it loses somo of its 
peculiar appearance. Tho vessel keeps 
head cn ns if to run it down, but when 
quito close makes a sharp turn to port and 
passes through a channel so narrow that 
it is possible to throw a stone on tho moun- 
tain from tho deck. Tho mountain is 
much longer than wide aud does not look 
tho leaift like a hell as soon as tho steamer 
has passed so that it can bo seen ovor tho 
stern. 

Navigators in thnt part of tho world 
consider it a great accomplishment to lx? 
able to sail around this mountain. Tho 
wind and tides are variable, and many 
skippers often give up tho attempt, after 
remaining in tho sumo spot for days, und 
take tlie outside passage. — San Francisco 
Sun.

Lord Beaconsflold. No speech was ovor 
, made hy him at railway stations, 
i Ho died iu 1881 as lie lmd lived — alone, 
a stranger umid u strange peoplo. After 
his deatli his memory became to English 
1 Conservatives un object of almost seutl- 
| mental affection; to English Radicals it 
remained an object of never failing ani- 
mosity. But to Englishmen of all politics, 
t*i Conservatives and Liberals alike, ids 
life continues to bo a constant puzzle, un 
unsolved enigma. — Quarterly Review.

The redistricting of the county is of con- 
siderable importance to Newton, jus it luus 
voters enough by combining with Weston 
to entitle it to another representative. 
There are .'>,617 voters in the city, 2,131 
being required for a representative. This 
gives Newton a surplus of 955 and with 
Weston’s 394, it would be sufficiently near 
the limit for the third member. 

The county commissioners have held two 
hearings this week, and are to hold another 
tomorrow’, at w hich the matter will prob- 
ably be settled. If Newton manifested 
sufficient interest it is believed that Weston 
would not offer any serious objections. 
Both are very much interested in the im- 
provement of the Charles River, the 
dividing line between, and legislation in 
regard to this will come up in the next few 
years. 

Weston naturally would prefer to join 
other towns of about the same population, 
but if assured of fair treatment, a number 
of its prominent men have said they would 
not oppose the union of the two in one dis- 
trict. 

There was a proposal to set off a part of 
Newton in a district with Weston, but this 
was very properly opposed, and Newton 
would not listen to such a scheme. 

At Tuesday's hearing, ex-Representative 
Estabrook presented Newton’s wishes, and 
City Solicitor Slocum was represented, 
ready to attend if needed. 


That something is radically wrong with 
our currency system, the trouble of keep- 
ing the requisite amount of gold in the 
treasury abundantly proves. The attention 
of Congress has been called to the defects, 
but Congress has been so busy with poli- 
tics the leaders could not attend to any- 
thing else. As ex-President Harrison 
pointed out in a recent article in the 
Ladies' Home Journal, everyone can draw 
gold out of the treasury, while no one is 
obliged to pay it in, and it is a profitable 
thing for the great bankers of the country 
to draw the gold out, so that more will 
have to be bought to replace it. If it were 
not for this the free-silver sentiment would 
have never made such headway, but per- 
haps now that the danger has become so 
great as to alarm those interested in the 
prosperity of the country, something may 
be done in the next congress to remedy 
matters. The great expense of keeping the 
gold reserve at a sufficiently high figure is 
what luus given so much advantage to the 
free silver advocates, and the treasury 
ought never to have been put in a condi- 
tion where such an expense would be 
necessary.

She was a sister of the Allen 
Brothers, well known as educators and 
proprietors of the Allen Classical school 
for Doys and girls. Her mother wasade- 
seendent of the Plymouth Pilgrims, and 
her futher of the Boston Puritans. She 
was educated in the Med field public 
schools, ami later, graduated at the Bridge- 
water State Normal school, under Principal 
Tlllinghast, after which she became an en- 
thusiastic and successful teacher, as her 
mother had been before her. She taught 
in Walpole, Chatham, Medfield and North- 
borough. 

In 1852 she married Mr. Charles D. Davis 
of Northborough. also a graduate of 
Bridgewater Normal school, and a nephew 
of ex-Gov. John Davis of Massachusetts. 

Her early married life was spent in 
Syracuse, N. Y.. where she was a parishon-

She was a visiting agent of the State 
Board of Charities, one of the Incorpora- 
tors of the Poniroy Home for Girls iu N ew- 
ton, and a director in the West Newton 
Women's Educational (’lub. She was on 
ardent believer in suffrage for women and 
an indefatigable worker in the cause, being 
chairman of the executive committee of 
the Newton Equal Suffrage League, and an 
officer of the Mass. Suffrage Association. 

At her request, her remains have been 
cremated at Forest Hills.

Vet there is no 
lacking of refined and cultured men and 
women. The beauties of nature have 
called forth a sweet response iu hearts and 
lives.

While not tropical blossoms, but 
only the common flower, yet they are 
tenderly cared for and their beauty and 
fragrance speak more eloquently than 
words of the characters of those who live 
among them.

There are two 
things which the sound-money men should 
never lose sight of as the true objects of 
their efforts: one is that the free-coiimgo 
candidates he not only defeated, but that 
they be defeated by a majority so over- 
whelming as to destroy their last hope of 
the ultimate success of their movement; 
and the other is that this overwhelming 
defeat be brought about by a campaign of 
education so thorough ns to indoctrinate 
the American people with sound notions 
on public finance at least for a generation. 
Only if this is accomplished will the sound- 
money men have done their duty. What- 
ever of scorn and contempt they may feel, 
they should vent upon those Democrats 
who, knowing what is right, still at this 
moment of national danger show them- 
selves willing to support that which they 
know to be wrong, for the purpose of sav- 
ing their miserable little capital of party 
regularity.

Kindergarten Principles at Home. 

' AtlTICLE IX. 

Although the mother cannot do the w’ork 
of the kindergarten, neither cun that do 
the work of the mother or relieve her of 
responsibility for her child. It is a help, 
not a substitute. 

We have said that few’ but primary 
teachers realize how fully the chilli’s 
habits are formed when he enters school, 
or how many of those habits are bad and 
how much time is spent m un-doing which 
ought to be put into too direct work of do- 
ing. The same may be said of the kinder- 
gartener’s experience with younger chil- 
dren. So un important part of the work of 
the true kindergartener lies in the homes 
of her children— unless she is in some 
crowded public kindergarten where none 
of her work can be done as it should be, 
and some of it not done at all. Through 
theohildreu she becomes acquainted with 
the mothers and not only helps them to 
work with her for the children who are in 
kindergarten but also shows her how to 
work along tlie same lines with the young- 
er ones at home. For the system of Froe- 
bel is not, as many imagine, confined to 
wlmt is known as “the kindergarten ;” it 
is u consecutive plan of education from 
earliest infancy to manhood and woman- 
hood, a system of which the kindergarten 
forms only one stage but of which tlie 
underlying principles are the same 
throughout. And the mother needs educa- 
ting Just us truly us the kindergartener : 
maternal instinct can guide her only a 
little way. A young mother in tlie iull 
rupture of her first baby asked another 
whose children were much older, wlmt 
part of those children's lives she lmd en- 
joyed the most. “The time before they 
began to be naughty,” was tlie prompt 
reply. This voices the experience of 
many; very few women when they become 
mothers know how to care properly for 
even their child's physical welfare and de- 
velopment, and thousands of baby lives are 
yearly sacrificed to this ignorance. But 
still fewer know how to care for tlie 
mental and moral development of the 
child. Sooner or later there comes u time 
when tlie mother does not know what 
eburse to take, when she is “at her wits’ 
end,” though that time is usually long 
utter her first unconscious mistakes have 
been made in her child's training. Tlie 
possibilities of “naughtiness” and of 
wrong mental development begin much 
earlier than we are apt to realize. “O if l 
had only known these things seven years 
ago when my lirst baby came, wlmt terri- 
ble mistakes I should have been saved 
from making!” So exclaimed a Newton 
mother last winter after getting a little in- 
sight into tlie principles of Froebel. N ot 
that Froebel is a fetich or that a tiling 
must bo so because lie says so; but too 
principles which he lays down and the 
methods of applying them appeal to both 
tlie reusou and the experience of tlie rea- 
sonable mother. She sees that to have 
followed them, while leading in no royal 
road, would have shown her a way where, 
by care, observation, and painstaking, she 
could have saved infinite trouble not only 
for herself but for tlie children whose 
lives will never bo whut they might have 
been lmd she been capable of directing and 
developing them properly from the first. 

How important it is, then, for mothers 
to embrace every opportunity of learning 
from kindergarteners, from books, from 
observation, in every way, how to make 
the most of the future as well as to correct 
as far as may be the mistakes of the past. 
And why should not every girl contempla- 
ting marriage make a study of these prin- 
ciples and of the methods designed by 
Froebel especially for the use of mothers 
with their children,— take, if possible, a 
course of kindergarten, which includes u 
study of the child and his development and 
training from birth’.’ Why should site not 
cast aside that false modesty, which comes 
of our fa se wav of looking at sacred 
tilings, and say, “I am going to be married: 

1 expect to have children; 1 want to know 
how to bring them up so as to be tlie great- 
est possible blessing to themselves and to 
the world. So l um going to take a course 
of kindergarten training, or, at least, a 
course of home study, and inform myself 
on tlie subject in every way within my 
reuoii.” Surely tills would no a new wo- 
man worthy of tlie end of tlie loth century, 
such a woman as would find out how to 
combine liealthfuluuss, convenience, and 
beauty in dress and to preserve tlie dilli- 
cult balance between home and outside 
duties, who would look well to tlie wavs 
of her household, whose husband, if fie 
were deserving, would praise her, and 
whose children would rise up uud cafl her 
blessed. 


ASTROPHOBIA NOW. 

SUBJECTS OF THIS COMPLAINT ARE 
HUMAN BAROMETERS. 

Prevalent Among Those With Abnormally 

ftanaltlTe Organization* —The New I»l«- 

®a*e I* Traced to the Effects of Atn»«- 

pherle F.lectrlrlt jr. 

There is a new disease, nnd ns It is of n 
common, everyday, Inexpensive sort wo 
mny nil Indulge In its imaginary symp- 
toms and pains, If we wish, to our hearts’ 
content. Unlike that ultra foshionnblo dis- 
order, appendicitis, it Is not an expensive 
malady, nor do we have to go to a hospital 
and have a surgical operation performed 
to bo cured. The disease lias been called 
nstropliobin, and persons suffering from 
it arc human barometers, so to speak. 
They prophesy the weather and can predict 
without error 24 hours before tlio ap- 
proach of a northeast storm. Before a 
rising thunder squall they are mi-erublo 
beings. There are tiioso Indeed who are 
utterly prostrated before and during a 
thunderstorm, uud some aro even thrown 
into spasms. 

It has long been known that Insects nnd 
certain domestic nninml.s become nwuro of 
approaching changes in the went her. They 
understand the heralds of coming storms, 
not from visual observation, but through 
their nervous system. Insects tly closo to 
tho ground lieforo a storm, and birds fly 
low to catch them. Turkeys will sniff tlie 
air nnd seek cover long lieforo a coming 
chango In the atmosphere, and, Indeed, 
make considerable fuss about It too. While 
this quality of premonition Is general 
among the lower animals It does not with 
them reach tlie perfection attained by 
some afflicted human beings — those with 
abnormally sensitive organizations, deli- 
cate systems and nerves attuned to every 
physical impression. 

It is to tlie presence of electricity in tho 
atmosphere and its variable effects upon 
the nerves of these sensitive subjects timt 
may bo attributed their unenviable power 
of foretelling the weather and the disorder- 
ed state of their systems when storm con- 
ditions aro present. 

There abounds in the air whnt is known 
as atmospheric electricity, the existing j>o- 
larity of which, positive or negative, indi- 
cates respectively normal and abnormal 
weather conditions. It is when the air is 
charged with positive electricity that one 
feels ‘•good,’’ so to speak — that is, one ex- 
periences tlie bracing, stimulating effects 
of pure air charged with ozone. 

The presence of negative electricity, 
however, lias tlie contrary effect nnd shows 
ono of two things, cither that storm con- 
ditions arc present or are approaching. 

It is now well known that there are two 
regular tides of positive electricity in tho 
atmosphere — the high, or maximum, which 
occurs between the hours of 9 n. m. and 12 
m. and 6 and 0 p. in., and the low, or mini- 
mum, between 2 and 5 p. in. uml 1 and 5 

(V 111. 

There aro those who almost every day 
pass through tides of feeling which, if 
they do not mathematically correspond to 
these daily tides of electricity in the air, 
follow so closely as to render certain a re- 
lation between tlie variable states of the 
system and tlie variable states of tho air. 

From 8 a. m. to 12 m. is tlie golden time 
for brain work, as all students know. From 
1 to 4 p. m. there are frequently a dullness 
and lassitude present that make hard work 
a task. The latter part of the afternoon 
tho spirits revive, and between 4 and 8 or 0 
o’clock is what might lie called tlie stiver 
period of the day for all mental labor. 

Irregular disturbances in the electrical 
condition of the atmosphere in storms, 
ami especially in thunderstorms and 
northeast storms, affect tho nervous sys- 
tem of these Impressible temperaments 
most unpleasantly, often bringing on or 
aggravating neuralgia, rheumatism and 
other pains, us veil as inviting mental 
listlessness and discouragement. 

Who of us, for that matter, even of the 
most robust cast, have not at times felt u 
sort of resonance in tho atmosphere — a cer- 
tain “feel” in tho air, which seemed to 
“tuko hold,” so to speak, and that maybe 
in an unsuspected rheumatic joint, this 
when tho wir.d has been blowing lively 
from tho northeast. 

At one of the largest institutions in tho 
country for tho treatment of nervous dis- 
eases it has been established beyond all 
question ami by experiments extending 
over a period of several years that attacks 
of epilopsy and mania correspond in a i 
largo number of instances to changes in ' 
tho electrical condition of the air. 

There is nothing strange in all this, for 
all naturalists know that many plants pre- 
dict storms with wonderful precision hours 
before they appear. Man, with ills exulted 
uud complete nervous system, and espo 
ciully civilized man, is far more impressi- 
ble than any animal or flower. 

It Is therefore not humane to despise 
these subtle, storm anticipating pains in 
our friends, nor, indeed, .may we ridicule 
tho statement of a chance infirm weather 
prognosticator who may claim, and j>erlmps 
lie able to prove, that he “knows it's goiu 
to rain, Vuuso he can feel it in his j'ints. ” 
— Washington Star. 

Sir David Salomon*. 

Sir David Salomons, an English writer 
on apparatus for electric light stations, 
has singulurly varied scientific tastes, lie 
is a member of geological, microscopical 
and astronomical socloticsaiul particularly 
promiueut among civil and electrical en- 
gineers in Grout Britain. Both in London 
and at Ills country seat, Broomhill, in 
Tunbridge Wells, lie lias splendidly equip- 
ped laboratories ami machine shops, be- 
sides which, ut tlie latter place of resi- 
dence, one may find a small theater, in 
which he gives mugiu lantern exhibitions 
to illustrate ills scientific hobbies. A 
command of photography is another of his 
accomplishments. His experiments with 
high frequency cloctrlcal currents and with 
vacuum tubes have attracted a good doul 
of attention, uud no one in Great Britain 
has such a lurgo collection of horseless car- 
riages or is so intelligent an enthusiast in 
regard to such vehicles us Sir David. — | 
Now York Tribune.

A Notable Consolidation. 

Boston has always been noted for the 
excellence of her colleges and preparatory 
school, and among the best known of the 
latter class the Cliauney Hall School has 
been recognized for many years through- 
out the United States. This most excel- 
lent educational institution was estab- 
lished in 182H and from that date has con- 
tinued to increase in popularity. The

Death of Prof. Daniel B. Hagar. 

Prof. Daniel B. Hagar, Ph D., died in 
Sharon Tuesday afternoon. For more 
than 80 years he was principal of the State 
Normal school at Salem and took a deep 
interest not only in educational affairs, but 
in all of the material as well as religious 
affairs of the city. He resigned as princi- 
pal of the Normal school in June owing to 
feeble health, to the deep regret of all who 
knew him. 

Mr. Hagar was born in Newton Lower 
Falls, April 22, 1820, and when a lad spent 
several years iu a paper mill in his native 
village, and later was a clerk in a dry goods 
store in Boston for two years. The village 
school was tiie source of his early educa- 
tion, which was supplemented by attend- 
ance at tiie private academy in West New- 
ton kept by .Seth Davis. 

He was fitted for college under the in- 
struction of private tutors, and graduated 
from Union College in 1*4:’., with high 
honors, being commencement orator and a 
member of tiie Phi Beta Kapa.

Good work Is being done on what is . 
known as the Boston it Albany improve- I 
merit through the Newtons, and if the en- J 
tire construction is kept at the pace that i 
has characterized it up to the present it 
will he finished some time in the future. 

The handsome bridge that is being 
erected over the tracks for the new Com- 
monwealth avenue boulevard, between An- , 
hurndale and West Newton, is rapidly 
growing into shape, ami will he one of the | 
first finished on the line. The two side ; 
plate girders are now in position, the abut- 
ments upon which they rest being of 
dressed granite. This span gives a gener- 
al idea of the characteristics of those to 
follow. 

This bridge takes the place of the old 
street crossing, ami is possessed of an ele- 
ment of interest from the fact that the 
street grade there is considerably greater 
than the natural grade of the land, for the 
depression of the tracks about stops when 
they get to this point. 

It having been necessary to erect tem- 
porary waiting places for passen- 
gers at Xewton. Newtonville and West 
Xewton, considerable inconvenience is ex- 
perienced, as the platforms are without 
coverings. Especially is this the case since 
the present trying temperature began. Of 
course, the old stations are utilized until a 
few minutes before trains are due, hut, 
when they are from five to six minutes late, 
the suffering experienced from tire intense 
heat is almost unbearable. It has been 
suggested that canvas coverings he 
stretched over the blazing platforms as a 
partial protection from the furnace-like 
rays of the sun. 

It is said that the railroad company pro- 
poses the erection of temporary wooden 
stations at Xewton and Newtonville, hut 
at West Xewton, owing to a lack of space, 
no such relief is possible. Here the plat- 
form will have to be covered. 


The Larger Truth Involved. 

[Washington Gladden In Outlook.] 

The Republicans are going to try to con- 
vince the advocates of free coinage that it 
is folly for this nation to try to be finan- 
cially independent of the other nations. It 
is to he hoped that in the course of their 
argument they will convince themselves 
that it is equally foolish for us to try to be 
commercially independent of the other 
nations. The great truth, one-half of 
which each of these opposing parties is 
fighting for, is simply this, that no nation 
liveth to itself : that neither in commerce, 
nor in finance, nor in any other interest of 
life can we wisely shut ourselves away 
from our fellow-men, and try to maintain 
interests separate from and hostile to 
theirs: that, as nations, we are members 
one of another, and none can prosper at 
the expense of the rest. This is the law of 
Nature, the eternal law of God: and a 
great part of our troubles, commercial and 
industrial, arise from our persistent efforts 
to set this law at defiance. The law does 
not require that one nation shall love an- 
other better than it loves itself, but that 
each nation in working out its commercial 
problems shall have due regard for the wel- 
fare of all with whom it is dealing, and 
shall not attempt to prosper by despoiling 
other nations— by forcing the toilers of 
other lands to hear our burdens or pay our 
taxes. The recognition of this principle 
would naturally lead to an international 
system of coinage in which the united na- 
tions should establish and guarantee the 
instrument of trade, making it equally 
good in every part of the world: and of 
course it would lead to commercial treaties 1 
in which the principle of reciprocity should 
lie at the foundation. To all this we >!iall i 
surely come— through what crises, catas- ! 
trophes, strifes aim tumults I know not, i 
hut come to it we must and shall, for it is j 
the realization of the solidarity of the race i 
—of the great truth that God hath "made j 
of one every nation of men to dwell on the . 
face of the earth." The petty provincial- i 
isms of our politics will tight long aud j 
hard, hut their days are numbered ; the ■ 
Christian church is beginning to believe in 
the Fatherhood of God; the swift ships 
and the cables under the sea are waving 
the bonds of brotherhood : and the day will 
come when Mr. McKinley’s theories about 
trade and Mr. Bryan’s theories about 
finance will he swallowed up by the larger 
truth which each of them now half be- 
lieves. 


HEATED NEWTON. 

*1 PEEKED As WF.r.f. AS OTffKR CITIES 
PIH*M TIIK EXTREME If KAT. 

Xewton wasn't the coolest place on earth 
this week, hut there were others and some 
were a great deal warmer. 

Stay-at-homes appreciated this hut en- 
vied their fortunate friends at the moun- 
tains or seashore, who in turn were won- 
dering, “can it he as hot as this at home?” 
Gen. Humidity is no respector of persons 
and Newton received it share. It also 
furnished its quota of deaths from heat 
prostration. Most people spent their time 
in trying to keep cool. One of the most 
comfortable places was the electrics and 
the different lines had all the passengers 
they could carry both afternoons and even- 
ing. 

The mercury ranged from ;*2 to ft*;, in the 
hottest portion of the day, and at night 
rarely went below so, the nights being even 
more uncomfortable than the day. At the 
police station a record is kept at 8 a. in. 
and 8 p. m., and for Sunday the figures 
stood H2 ami x«i respectively; Monday >♦> 
and 83; Tuesday «*; and *4, Wednesday H7 
and so. Thursday opened warm at «2 in 
spite of the cool wave predictions, bnt the 
cast wind that came tip mercifully tem- 
pered the heat and the mercury did not 
get above »* during the day. which would 
not generally be considered' frigid, but was 
cold by comparison. 

The heat was so great that the city 
laborers were laid off from 11 to 4. and 
many whose occupation is in the sun gave 
up work entirely. 

The hottest places in the city were the 
new platfonns along th<- new B. A A. 
tracks, which were like a blazing furnace, 
and Washington street, with one side de- 
nuded of trees, was a terror to all. 

VICTIMS OF THE HEAT. 

Since the first of August there have been 
31 deaths reported, and a greater part of 
these may be attributed directly or indi- 
rectly to the hot weather. The cases of 
cholera infantum that are under doctors' 
treatment are almost innumerable and 
malaria lias also many victims. 

The first death by heat prostration that 
was officially reported was that of Cather- 
ine Ryan, a domestic employed by Mrs. 
David Seaton of West Xewton. The girl 
was working in the kitchen when she was 
overcome, and removed to the Xewton 
Hospital. I.ater she died. Relatives from 
Waltham took charge of the remains ami 
the interment was in that citv. 

Edward Murray, employe*! by Contractor 
Dolan of Xewton Lower Falls, was taken 
suddenly ill Wednesday, and later died. 
He had no relatives in this countrv and his 
remains were token in charge by friends. 

Mr. J. Foster ober died suddenly in 
Lower Falls, Wednesday. His death’ was 
attributed to the excessive heat. 

Morris Lyons w as token suddenly ill in 
Auburndale yesterday morning, and re- 
moved to the hospital in the police ambu- 
lance. He died yesterday afterm*on. 

It is estimate* 1 . that "over :to horses 
su cum bed to the awful effects of the heat 
within the past week. <»n Wednesday. 14 
died. This was the largest number in one 
day. The city contractors, Stuart and 
Mague, and several livery stables, are re- 
ported as heavy losers, Mr. Stuart losing 
four in one night. 


Death of James Simpson. • 

The sudden death of Mr. James Simp- 
son, of the firm of Simpson Brothers, was 
a great shock to his many friends and 
business acquaintances, throughout New 
England. He was in such perfect health, 
apparently, that lie seemed certain to live I 
for many years yet. 

lie was ill only 24 hours, aud died at his ‘ 
home on Hovey street, at 9 o'clock Tues- : 
day evening, the cause being heart disease, 
aggravated by tlte intense heat. He was 
Si years old nml hud lived in Xewton over 
20 years. His firm was engaged in the 
concrete paving business and had c?m- 
i tracts ail over New England, and :u main 
other states, so that he numbered hi> ac- 
; quuiutouces aud friends by the hundreds. 
j.\lr. Simpson was horn in Sullivan, Me.. 
May is, ts4o. He received his education 
there and then removed to Bangor, eom- 
■ ing to Xew ton in the early .seventh''. He 
was a man of the highest reputation for 
honor and integrity. He was ne.er i 
married, but had made his home with his 
; mother aud two sisters on Hovey street, i 
his mother dying only last winter. He ! 
leaves also two brothers, Mr. Fred Simp, 
son of Xewton ami Mr. Joseph Simpson of j 
Chicago, who has been here for some days j 
on a visit. 

He was a member of a Masonic lodge at 
Ellsworth, Me., and also a member of the 
Newton Club. 

The funeral services w ill be held at his 
I late residence, this afternoon ut 8 o'clock.

The Boston & Albany Railroad and 
Electric Railway Competition. 

[Hanker amt Trades man.] 

Some months ago the Banker and 
Tradesman alluded to the construction of 
electric railways through the Newtons and 
suggested that the Boston a* Albany rail- 
road which hud. up to that time, had little 
competition of this sort beyond Brookline 
and Brighton, would rind that the lilies to 
Xewton would appreciably affect the 
revenues of the company. Since the open- 
ing of the « >ak Square line of the West End 
railway, residents of Xewton, especially 
ludies. have largely availed themselves of 
that method of reaching Bostou, theelectric 
line not only starting from u point nearer 
their homes, but taking them farther up 
town. It is stated that the "electrics" 
during the summer months have carried ou 
un average <*»•" passengers daily, ami jus 
the fare on the steatu road is * 8-4 cents, 
this means u considerable loss to the latter, 
even if the passengers go hut one way on 
the electrics. Then, too, the Common- 
wealth avenue line, which runs from the 
Chestnut Hill reservoir to Auburndale. is 
carrying more passengers than was an- 
ticipate*!. and as there is no increase of 
population a> yet. along the boulevard, this 
loss also falls «>ii the Boston A Albany. 
As an instance of the effect of the com- 
petition on the steam road, it is notice*! 
that the express train leaving Newton at 
8.28 a. m., w bicli, before the opening of the 
eleotrio Une, reoeived such un accession of 
pa."engers at Xewton ;is to fill ever* avail- 
able seat, now runs iu with plenty of room 
for everybody and seats by the score to 
spare. The same is also true *>i other 
trains, it appears inevitable that tin* Al- 
bany will have to reduce its rate> t New- 
ton, and also give its Newton pu»cngers 
better accommodations In this connec- 
tion it may as well be mentioned that there 
i.s much indignation among New ton people 
at the accommodations furnished by the 
company during the work of changing the 
grade crossings At Newton. Newtonville 
and West Xewton long platforms have 
been constructed, but there is no covering 
to shield the patron.' of the road fiotu the 
burning sun. the rain or snow. A> the 
work of changing the grades will take 
probably nearl> two years, the company, 
it is thought, ought to provide coverings 
for the platforms. The cost w ould not be 
great, while the comfort of the patrous of 
the road would be largely increased. 
There is already much murmuring at the 
management, ami. unless something is 
done by the latter before long, it is under- 
stood steps w ill be taken to bring the sub- 
ject to the attention of the officials of the 
road. 


Will Connect with West End. 

, The Commonwealth avenue street cars 
will begin tomorrow connecting directly 
w ith the West End cars at the Bostou line, 
the West End tracks having been laid 
from lleucou street to that point. This

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PRISONER OK II I LLON 

THE REAL MAN >10. AS BYRON 
PAINTED HIM IN VERSE. 


Bln History mi Interct tug Itm.mnrr Con- 
tHlnimf the Tragical and the Frivolous. 
Convivial Habit* II In Thief Wonkne**. 

Every traveler who visits Geneva, Vovny 
or Chamounl makes u pilgrimage to the 
castle of Chlllon, and, If familiar with 
Byron’s poem, Indulges In much senti- 
mental objurgation over the tyranny which 
consigned the hero of the poutn and his ill 
fated brother to the gloomy fortress. Asido 
fromthefact that Francois Botinlvardwas 
confined then: for six years and the marks 
left by his footsteps as ho pae.nl tho gloomy 
crypt— confirmed by his one recorded rem- 
iniscence of Ids four years of dungeon lifo 
that* lie had such abundant leisure for 
promenading that ho wore in the rook 
pavement a little path as neatly as if it had 
been done with a stone hammer” — the 
whole poem is, ns Byron himself styles it, 

“a fable,” and the two brothers, the mar- 
tyred father, the anguish of the prisoner, 
jwere all tho invention of the poet on a 
rainy day in the tavern tit Auchy, when 
and where he wrote tho story. Even the 
level of the dungeon below the water of the j 
lnko turns out to lx> a mistake, although 
Bonnivnrd believed it was so. Tho floor of 
tho erypt is eight feet ubovo high water 
mark. 

Tho accounts in English about Bonni- 
vard’s lifo have been heretofore very 
meager, though they are voluminous in 
French, and Bonnlvard himself, ufter his 
release and return to Genova, wrote a vory 
full narrative of himself and his advon- | 
tures, though surprisingly reticent aiiout 
his prison existence. 

Leonard Wonlsey Bacon, who apiiears to 
have found leisure when at Geneva to study ; 
up a considerable amount of recondite eru- 
dition among the archives there, bus un- j 
earthed tho whole history of Bonui^ard 
and given a readable summary of it in a 
little volume entitled “Ironies and Polem- 
ics,” in which he also uncovers tho mealy 
side of tho celebrated St Francis do Sales, 
strips Garrison of much of his reputation ; 
as an antislavery pioneer and polemically 
discusses some interesting church history. 

According to his account, Bonnivnrd, : 
though a layman, having uover taken , 
monastic vows or holy orders, and a wild 
young fellow at the time, was by arrange- 
ment at Home invested on tho decease of 
his uncle, the former prior, with the spir- 
itual and temporal authority and emolu- 
ments, of no inconsiderable amount, of the 
priory of St. Victor, a rich Benedictine 
monastery just outside the eastern gate of 
Geneva, surrounded with walls and moats 
of its own, independent of tho bishop of 
Geneva and of the city, with a cortege of a 
dozen well provided monks. 

Here the young prior held gay and fes- 
tive court, imbibed and indulged his ap-. 
petite freely, heard causes, sentenced to 
prison, and otherwise aped royalty and 
autocracy. He had corao from the univer- 
sity with theories of republican liiierty, and 
St. Victor became nn outpost in defense of 
tho liberties of Geneva and a rendezvous of 
all the young Liberal leaders of that little 
republic. Many stories are told of his in- 
terference to prevent injustice by the Duke 
of Savoy and the bishop of Geneva, and 
his rescue of persecuted persons from thoir 
tyrannical measures, but thereby ho made 
himself esiiocially obnoxious to those pow- 
erful individuals, who eventually worked 
out his ruin. He was traitorously in- 
veigled by two of ills most trusted friends, 
compelled to renounce his priory in favor 
of one of them uud turned over to the 
custody of the duke, who imprisoned him 
for two years in one of his castles, while 
at tho same time the bishop and the duke 
subjugated tho city of Geneva and impris- 
oned, tortured and hut; god the citizens. 

Some five years later Bonnlvard got pos- 
session again of his priory, but the estates 
had been wrested from it by the duke and 
his minions, and lie had to depend on the 
bounty of the city of Geneva for some- 
thing to live on, amounting to 5 J-i crowns 
monthly — hardly sufficient to enable him 
to keep up a state worthy of the dignity of 
u sovereign. He had again made himself 
very obnoxious to the duke by attempting 
to regain by force of arms some of the 
estates of which he had deprived the priory, 
and, having gone to visit his mother, who 
was ill at her old home at Seyssel, in Sa- 
voy, lie was seized in his attempt to return 
by emissaries of the duke and secreted in 
the duke’s castle of Chillon, and for six 
years he was hidden from the world. 

Tho first two years lie was kept in the 
Upper chamber of the castle and treated 
kindly, but ut tho eml of this time, on the 
duke visiting the castle, he was remanded 
to the awiul and somber crypt. In 1686 
the army of Bern effected his release, and 
he was taken in triumph to Geneva, where 
he found a revolution, duke and bishop 
and all their functionaries having l>ecn ex- 
pelled and the rctormers having taken tho 
place of priests and friars. St. Victor was 
no more, only a heap of ruins. He was al- 
lowed to select u house, given and furnish- 
ed at tho public expense, a pension of yo<) 
srowtis a year was settled on him, and he 
was made a senator of the republic. 

But his old convivial habits revived, and 
he was in continual difficulties with tho 
officials and his wives, of whom lie laid in 
succession three, hut yet devoted much 
time to ids literary work. His greatest 
trouble wus with the church authorities, 
Calvin at their head, who could not ousily 
ullow for his infirmities, and hy them lie 
Was looked u|M»n as a weakling in religious 
matters. He lingered along to the age of 
77, watched with filial gratitude by the lit- 
tle state whoso liberty lie had helped to 
save and whose heroic history lie had re- 
corded. '1 lie manuscript of that work wus 
referred to a committee \\ it li Calvin at the 
head, who declined to huve it pri/ited, hut 
utter tliu lapne of many years “it lias lieen 
the pride of Geneva scholars to print iu 
elegant archaic style every pugo written by 
the prisoner of Chillon in prose or verse, 
ou history, poetry, philosophy and theol- 
ogy.” The cherished colleetiou of Bonn!- 
yard’s books, which he bequeathed U> tho 
city, as lie died childless, lias grown into 
the library of a university, uud the little 
wullcd town for whose ancient lilierty lie 
ventured such perils and suffered such iin- 
irisonmonts is uud for the duo years since 
ius been one of the chief radiant centers 
of light and liberty for ull the world — 
bpriuglicld Republican.

RIDING UNTAMED CAMEL3. 

Tin* Animal* Are Expert* In Making 
ThoiiwlTfn IlUngri’Mlilp. 

A communication from Professor Elliott | 
of tho Field museum expedition in Africa 
contained a humorous account of the pro- j 
fessor’s men breaking camels. 

“You cin Imagine,” It reads, "that 
there’s a circus around lien' while the In- 
st ruction is going on. When the untamed 
camels arrived, I liennl a tremendous 
gnm ling in lr<>nt of the door, and on going 
out 1 saw one of these amiable 1 leasts lie- 
Ing led hy his keeper, hut walking along 
with every expn'sslon of disgust, both in 
his countenance and voice. The man stoj>- 
ped (ditto camel) and attempted to tie the 
beast’s fore legs together, when It retired, 
and striking out with its fore feet landed 
on the keeper's stomach and head, sending 
him Hying through space ns if shot out of 
a cannon. Tho man picked himself out of 
a ditch with a hand on each bruised part, 
and the camel, which had never ceased 
roaring, was taken in charge hy two other 
and more robust natives and led to the 
touts, or rather lmlueod to go by energetic 
assistance of a very sharp Iron rod applied 
in a most vigorous and miscellaneous man- 
ner. Similar exhibitions are hoi ng con* j 
ducted daily, and wo nro now ready to lead 
the recently broken camels. Within three 
or four days t hey are said to become tracta- 
ble. I formed my opinions of a camel 10 
years ago when 1 rtxlo across tho Arabian 
deserts, and I sco no reason to alter It in 
any way. T’ e creature' 4ms so many tal- 
ents and so many ways of exhibiting them. 
And, to begin with, it can kick harder, 
higher, swifter and oftener than a Virginia 
mule and can use all four feet at one time 
in a kicking match.

He twists his 
snakelike neck into a circle, and poking 
his ugly nose in tho face of the rider opens 
his cavernous mouth and lets out a roar of 
disgust iu such a fetid breath that tho ele- 
vated human victim is fuirly blown into 
tho middle of the coming mouth, a week 
being too short a distance. And yet, with 
all these ln^li recommendations, which 
some people i .ight consider objectionable, 
these uro the dear animals I urn yearning 
for.” 


ENTERPRISING BOTANISTS. 


Effect* of the Great Revival of tho Six- 
teenth Ceutury. 

In the great literary and scientific re- 
vival that took place in tho sixteenth cen- 
tury botany made a fresh departure. Tho 
discovery of America hud brought a vast 
number of new plants to Europe, and 
their study doubtless stimulated the more 
complete study of those of tho old worltL 
The great commercial activity of the cen- 
ttiry must also have had its influence. 
Ships were bringing new products from 
all parts, und, among these, plants were not 
forgotten. But from whatever cause it 
arose the great impulse and renewed ac- 
tivity in the discovery and study of plants 
was quite remarkable. They produced a 
large body of students, whose labors were 
unwearied, and u wonderful umount of 
botunicul literature. 

Among those students were such men as 
Loincer, L'Ohel, Ciesalpiuus, L’Ecluse, 
Mattioli, Caspar and John Bauhin, Con- 
rad Gesner, Bonn, Leonard, Fuchs, Pros- 
per Alpinus, Dodoens anil many others. 
And these men were not stay at homo bo- 
tanical students. They were great travel- 
ers, whoso delight was to collect and ex- 
amine plants in their native countries. 
Caspar Bauhin collected them in Ger- 
many, Franco and Italy with great labor 
uud dniiger (“quod prteeipuum erut, 
phi ntas locis natalibus inspiclendo nullis 
htborlhus, nullis molestiis, nullis suniptl- 
bus pup or clmus”); L’Eeluso collected 
them in Spain, Hungary and Bohemia; 
,Du Choul searched Mount Pilatus and 
John Ponu Mount Baldus; Leonard Itau- 
wolf made a long journey to tho east in 
search of them, and Prosper Alpinus ex- 
amined those of Egypt. — Quarterly Re- 
view.

M. Duliamel referred to the comprehensive 
use of tho verb “to get,” which lie sup- 
posed was duo to tho English habit of 
“getting on. ” In the following sentences 
uo less titan nine different French verbs 
are used, whereas iu English they can ull 
bo rendered by tho verb “to get:” 

“Aprcs avoir llano toute la journee, fa- 
tigue, jo rentral ohez mol, et upres avoir 
sou|k‘, je me mis uu Ut on jo nc tarda i pus 
a nt'ondormlr. A pres tine I tonne milt do 
repus lo leiidumain matin je m'eveillul 
frais et dispos, mis mes habits et bientot 
upres rerun till telegram me. ” 

Tills M. Duliamel saitl would or could 
be thus expressed in English: 

“Huving got tired wit h knocking about 
ull day I got home, got my sup|>cr, got to 
bed and soon got to sleep. After u good 
night’s rest 1 got up refreshed, got my 
clothes on and shortly ufter breakfast got 
a telegram. ” 

Is it any wonder that foreigners find the 
English language a perpetual puzzle: — 
Westminster Gazette.

Railways Manufacturing Anarchists. NONANTUM. 


[S|>t I n a llf III Republican.) 

Are the western fanners anarchists.’ 
Then, according to President A. B. Stlek- 
ney of the Chicago Great Western railroad, 
they have hud reason to become so, and the 
railroads have been largely responsible. 

President Stlokney was testifying before 
tho interstate commerce commission which 
is investigating alleged rate cuttings nnd 
unlawful discriminations in traffic charges 
among tho roads running west of Chicago. 
He claimed that the other roads had been 
trying to force him into u pool and share 
his road’s business with them, ami flint 
tills investigation was brought on by them 
in the hope of catching him engaged in un- 
lawful practices. The attorneys of the 
other roads all being present with Mr. 
stickney on the stand, he turned upon 
them as follows: 

You charge the Kansas and Nebraska 
farmer i:t cents to haul his grain 200 miles. 
You charge the grain dealer six cents to 
haul that same grain twice us far to Chi- 
cago. i tell you it is that kind of business 
that is making anarchists west of the Mis- 
souri river. 

Here is the trouble: I have been ac- 
quainted with this northwestern country 
for :n years. In all that time there has 
never been a year that the corn crop was 
moved until after the corn was in the 
hands of the dealers who had the rate. 
Once the fanner is compelled to sell his 
grain, then you fellows cut the rate for the 
dealer. There is in Kansas this year 
2-10,000,000 bushels of corn. Not over 
2 .-»,o 00 , 0 O 0 bushels has been moved so far 
this year. The farmer, the small dealer, 
has lint the rate. He is compelled to sell, 
and then you fellows make the rate for the 
purchasers, and the corn moves. 

That is to say, the railroads beyond the 
Missouri river make to the farmer for 
carrying his grain to the Missouri river 
dealer what rate they please. They make 
a mileage rate four times as high as is 
charged the dealer for moving the grain 
over the competitive distances between the 
Missouri river and Chicago. They play in 
with the dealers and against the fanners, 
and they further freeze out small shippers 
from the Missouri river by making secret 
rates in favor of the large ones. 

And that is the way the railroads have 
been going on these many years— building 
up the strong at the expense of the weak, 
and doing more than all other causes put 
together probably to promote concentra- 
tion of great wealth in few hands. The 
interstate commerce law was passed to 
correct such abuses, and from fighting the 
law openly the roads went to violating it 
secretly. Every year we are told that they 
are coining more and more generally to 
obey the law, and every years brings such 
disclosures as are now being made at Chi- 
oago. 

Can anybody wonder at the growth of 
.sentiment in the West in favor of govern- 
ment ownership of these common carrier 
systems whose practices under private 
management make the term “common” a 
travesty'.’ Certainly may it lie said that 
this populist proposition is far from being 
as anarchistic as that of a continuation of 
private management within the limits of 
lawlessness which have been assumed.

THE POWER OF MACHINERY. 

A Tile Ship HUH the Equivalent of 117.000 
Men at Work. 

Speaking of prime movers before the As- 
flocintlnii For the Advancement, of Science 
at Lnmlort several years ago, Sir Frederick 
Bramwcll drew up an interesting picture 
of the puny thing that muscular power, 
whether animal or human, really was 
when compared with the vast efforts ex- j 
erted nowadays by machinery. Contrast- 1 
lug a galley, for example — a vessel pro- 
pelled by oars — with a modern Atlantic 1 
liner, nnd assuming that prime movers 
were* nonexistent and that this vessel was 
to be propelled after galley fashion, ho pro- 
ceeded thus: Take the length of tho vessel j 
ns (100 feet, and assume that place could 
bo found for as many as 400 oarsmen on i 
each side, each oar worked by three men, | 
or 0,400 men. and allow that six men un- 
der these conditions could develop work 
equal to one horsepower. Wo should then 
have 400 horsejiower. Double the number i 
of men and wo should have 800 horsopow- : 
er, with 4,800 men nt work, and at least { 
the same number In reserve if the journey i 
is to Ihj carried on continuously. Contrast ■ 
tho puny result thus obtained with 19,500 i 
horscqinwcr given forth by a largo priino j 
mover of the present day, such a power re- 1 
quiring, on the above mode of calculation, I 
117,000 men at work and 117,000 in re- 
serve, mid these to bo carried in a ves- j 
sel less than 000 feet In length. Even If It 
wore possible to carry tills number of men 
lu such u vessel, by no conceivable means 
could their power be utilized so as to im- 
part to it a s|ie<*d of 00 knots an hour. 

This illustrates how a prime mover may 
not only lie a mere substitute for muscular 
work, but may afford tho means of attain- 
ing an end that could not by any possibil- j 
lty lie attained by muscular exertion, no i 
matter what money was expended or what 
galley slave suffering was inflicted. Take 
again the case of a railway locomotive, in 
which wo have from 400 to 600 horsepower 
developed in an implement which, even 
Including its tender. does not occupy un 
area of more than 60 square yards, and 
that can draw us at 60 miles an hour, i 
Here again the prime mover succeeds in 
doing that, which no expenditure of money : 
or of life could enable us to obtain from I 
muscular effort. — Cassier’s Magazine. 


LABOF^IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

It Ih Dear Ilecaniie White Men Demand 
Black Helpers For All Work. 

The English carpenter has a “boy” to 
carry his tools for him; the English brick- 
layer bus a native hodman to hand tho 
bricks to him, which he proceeds to set. 
Work requiring skill is very often done by 
whites, because they do it much better, 
but white lnlior leans on and uses black 
labor. So on the railways the station mas- 
ters and guards are white, but the heavy ; 
jobs Which need little skill fall to the 
blacks; so field ha mis and those who actu- 
ally herd cattle are natives, though there 
ure usually whites over them iu a position 
of authority. 

In all new countries skilled labor is 
dear, but in South Africa it is exception- 
ally dear, because the skilled white man 
insists on having blacks beneath him, and 
black labor, though It is cheap if meas- 
ured by the price paid for it, is really dear 
if measured by what it accomplishes, for j 
it is unskilled and uncertain, the native, ' 
except in a few of the older parts of the 
country, not yet having acquired that hab- 
it of steady and patient industry which 
makes labor effective. It is, of course, in , 
tho newest districts, where the natives are 
still raw and scarcely removed from u sav- 
age state, that this uncertainty is most 
felt. 

In tho goldfields of the Transvaal and 
Mushonuland the supply of native work- 
people often falls short, although at Jo- 
hannesburg a native can earn £8 a month 
besides his food aud such lodging as he 
needs. Tho development of the mines is, of 
course, to some extent retarded by this 
dilliculty of obtaining a permanent supply 
of labor. — James Bryce, M. P., in Cen- 
tury. 

Fancy Watering Pots. 

One might think that watering pots were 
made simply of tin, iron and zinc, and so 
they are — most of them — but there are also 
watering pots made of china and of the 
blue ware of delft. There are produced in 
France watering pots of fine china, in sizes 
half pints to quarts, which are made all in 
one piece, including handles, spout and 
sprinkler, and in white and other colors 
nnd ilccoruted, which sell at $4 to $00 each. 
A number of such sprinklers were imported 
awhile ago, but the demand for them was 
not sufficient to warrant continued im- 
portation. 

Tho delft watering pots are made In 
sizes of pints and quarts and soil at about 
$6.5tl and $7.50. In the delft pots the 
outer iialf of the spout and the sprinkler 
attached are of metal, silver plated. A few 
delft watering pots are sold, but the cull 
for them is extremely limited. 

There is now imported a china watering 
pot of a I unit a quart in size, made in white 
china aud decorated iu colors and with 
gilt, which sells as low as $0.50. Of these 
a larger numlier have been sold. 

Such watering pots may be used in a 
conservatory, but they are as often used to 
hold cut fiowors. — New York Sun. 

Tall Buildings. 

The craze for tall buildings that has re- 
cently shown itself iu such a marked fasli 
ion in some of our large cities brings with 
it a new menace to health. The ventilating 
pipes of buildings of ordinary height dis- 
charge their contents into t lie air just in 
front of windows of these sky scrapers. A 
number of cases of fever have been traced 
directly to this cause, lu view of this fact, 
it will be necessary to connect tiiese escujie 
pipes with other plju's tliut reach tho top of 
tiie taller buildings iu their vicinity. Un- 
der tiie circumstances the height of tho 
building is a serious menace to health, and 
those who go up many fret above the street 
for the sake of getting good air to breathe 
ure iu great danger of finding worse ills 
than the atmosphere of tho common level. 
—Now York Lodger. 

Clothe* Bunk ct a. 

Clothes baskets used In a laundry do not 
us a rule receive sufficient attention and 
therefore are tiie cause of stains on the line. 
When tho week’s wushitig is completed, all 
baskets should lie well scrubbed, rinsed 
and placed in the air to dry. From lung 
use many clot lies buskot* are stained at tho 
bottom and consequently are covered with 
a piece of pa|ier. a cloth, etc. Instead of 
either of these a piece of white oilcloth or 
mackintosh sheet is preferable, for it con- 
tains not liing tliut can stain the clothes 
gud cun lie wilted dry after using.

THE CONGRESSIONAL FIGHT. 


There are certain evidences that the con- 
test for the nomination in this district is 
warming up, and that a genuine effort will 
be made in behalf of Mayor Cobb. Here- 
tofore, Senator Sprague has had it all his 
own way, and as he has the command of 
several millions, nml is a popular fellow 
besides, he has generally been looked upon 
its sure to be the successful candidate. He 
has already secured a good lead over 
Representative Powers of Hyde Park, but 
whether the contest between them gives a 
chance for a third candidate remains to be 
seen. 

Senator Sprague has many friends in 
Newton, among the local politicians, but it 
is now asserted that these have decided to 
come out for Mayor Cobb and work sin- 
cerely for his nomination. Whether they 
have delayed too long or not, is a question, 
and it Is also a question whether it will be 
possible to get the united vote of Newton. 

This city has an unfortunate habit of 
dividing up when there is any chance for 
Newton men, and the memories of old 
contests still linger in the minds of the 
people. There have been so many leaders 
in every ward, all with different ideas, 
and the south side of the city has not for- 
gotten that the leaders of the Cobb move- 
ment have refused to unite with them on 
several occasions, and they may decide 
that this is a good time for squaring up 
accounts. 

Besides, the south side has a candidate of 
its own in Hon. J. R. Leeson, and they 
may think that the city ought to unite upon 
him. on account of his special fitness for 
the position. 

The campaign will be watched with a 
good deal of interest by Newton people, to 
see what is done by the friends of the 
different candidates, and many would give 
something to discover just how much 
Senator Sprague Is alarmed by the break in 
this part of the district. 

Newton has heretofore had very little 
influence at the conventions, and the rest 
of the district has been inclined to laugh at 
its divisions over candidates, and go ahead 
and carry out their own plans without any 
regard to Newton’s claims, in spite of the 
fact that this city is a very important part 
of the district, especially on electiou day. 

Perhaps the new Republican Club may 
furnish an excuse for its existance by tak- 
ing a hand in the matter, deciding upon 
what candidate shall be presented as the 
choice of Newton, and compelling its mem- 
bers to ttard by such a decision. That has 
been the hope of some who desired such a 
club here, that it would be strong and in- 
fluential enough to decide all such matters 
for the best interests of the city, and as 
Newton has such a strong Republican 
majority, that is about the only thing that 
such a club can do to benefit the city!* Rut 
tlie voters here are very independent, and 
it is doubtful whether they could he 
brought under the proper discipline by any 
kind of a club. 

Mr. Hanna has gone to Chicago and 
says the workingmen of the East told 
him they wanted 1’rotectiou made the 
issue. Mr. Hanna’s conferences with the 
“workingmen” in New York was u con- 
spicuous feature of his visit und a more 
foolish campaign manager was never in 
charge of a campaign. When the populists 
ure talking ubout the Republican purty as 
controlled solely by millionaires and mono- 
polists, Mr. Hanna goes about the coun- 
try conferring in the most open tnanm r 
with tiie representatives of trusts and com- 
binations of millions of capital, and ap- 
pointing them ou his committees, and 
presumably ‘‘frying the fat” out of them. 
The effect of all this on the common people 
is not favorable, us it gives some ground 
(or all the ubsurd charges of the populists. 
Mr. McKinley ought to call a halt in thisinil- 
lioualre monopoly of the campaign, before 
the people become impressed with the be- 
lief that the populist charges ure true. 
The common people are even more inter- 
ested in a sound currency than the rich, 
and Mr # McKinley ought to place himself 
right before the people as the candidate of 
the masses und not solely us the candidate 
of organized wealth. Mr. Huuuu’s ideas 
of politics are evidently those of a busi- 
ness man simply, whose only idea is of 
bargain und sale, but he should be told 
that there is such u thing as offending the 
sentiment of the country. More Me. 
Kiuley und less I lamia would prove of 
great advantage to the cause of sound 
money. 

The recent ‘‘hot spell” is unprecedented 
in this country, not for the heat, but for its 
continuance. We ltuve had duys bet ore 
when the mercury rose high in the nineties, 
but not so many of them, one alter the 
other, without any cool duys intervening. 
The muny hot days and hot nights have 
proved terribly destructive to both man 
and bca.»t in the lurge cities, und it has i ot 


been without fatal effects bore in Newton. 
The nights have been even worse than the 
days, ns the light breeze that was <*c- 
, casinnally felt during the day entirely died 
out nt night, and the stay-at-homes had to 
endure it the best they could. They had 
the consolation, such as it was, of knowing 
that the conditions were not much better 
at most of the shore resorts, where a bath 
, in the ocean was the only means of getting 
cool. The weather prophets say it w ill 
probably he a hundred years before all the 
conditions will combine again to produce 
such a hot spell, and all will devoutly hope 
that this prediction w ill prove true. Rad 
as it has been in Newton, the daily papers, 
with their long list of deaths and heat 
prostrations, show that it has been many 
times worse in Boston and other large 
cities. Its effects w ill be seen here later, 
also, in a greatly increased death rate for 
the month. 

An article in another column from the 
Ranker A* Tradesman calls attention to the 
loss to the Iloston A* Albany from the ex- 
tension of the West End line to New ton, 

! and speaks of the great number of empty 
1 seats on the popular trains. One reason is 
of course the number of people that are 
away on their vacation, but thero is no 
I question that the electrics take away a 
I large number of Newton passengers, 
j With single fares at Iff cents, most people 
! prefer to spend a little more time and ride 
| for five cents. The electrics are also much 
more comfortable in hot weather, and the 
' heated platforms, where passengers now 
have to wait for the trains, are an abomina- 
tion. Evidently the Boston *fc Albany will 
have to do something to meet this competi- 
tion, or it will lose a large portion of its 
traffic. 


Congressman Apsi.ey of the 4th dis- 
trict has caused general surprise by his 
announcement that he is not a candidate 
for renomination, owing to his business, 
which has suffered from neglect. There 
will be a great scramble for the place, and 
among the candidates are Col. Clarke of 
Wellesley, secretary of the Home Market 
Club, who will find it difficult to win, as 
Wellesley is not much of a power in the 4th 
district : Charles Q. Tirrel of Natick, Geo. 
W. Weymouth of Fitchburg, George J. 
Burns of Ayer, ex-Mayor Milton of Wal- 
tham and a number of others are all said 
to be in the field, and the contest promises 
to be quite an exciting one. 


Newton has been warm, the past week, 
but with houses surrounded by green 
lawns and shade trees, it has been bearable 
compared with the condition in Boston, 
where the huge blocks retain the heat of 
the day to give it out at night. The days 
in Newton have been fairly comfortable, if 
one could keep in the shade, as there has 
always been a light breeze, and the glare 
of the sun is shut out by shade trees. It is 
in such weather that our shady streets are 
appreciated. 


The Grant Monument Association an- 
nounce that the date for the dedication has 
finally been agreed upon, and that it will 
be April 27th, next, Gen. Grant’s birthday. 
They say they will make it one of the 
greatest events in American history, and 
judging from the time it lias taken to com- 
plete the monument, they have had plenty 
of opportunity to arrange for a big affair. 


Malden’s tax-rate this year is -•SH*, an 
increase of 30 cents, owing to a new $100,- 
Ooo High school, and several grammar 
school buildings. Its real estate has only 
increased a little over $300,000, probably 
because of its poor roads, and its habit of 
making them impassable by Hooding them 
with water. 


Senator Reed of Saxonville is again in 
the Held for a renomination. He has al- 
ready hud two terms, and people in this 
part of the district are asking why he 
should be again honored, especially as they 
think the office really belongs this year to 
Representative Harwood of Newton 
Centre. 


Col. E. C. Benton of Belmont has re- 
signed as a member of the Republican 
state committee, us he is u candidate for 
councillor from the 3rd district. Col. 
*Benton evidently believes that tiie man 
should seek the office in these days, but he 
will have u good deal of opposition. 


Waltham has been all stirred up this 
week by the stories of three men, who 
claimed that they were branded with a red- 
I hot iron, while being initiated into a local 
j lodge. Perhaps the Irons had been earo- 
| lessly left out in the sun.

Lieut. Robert Ball Edes, marshal of the 
ladies' division, is one of those fellows to 
w hom is attributed the greatest of good 
fortune, for no mutter what lie nuts his 
hands to, a success is assured, lie is a 
genial, good fellow, warm friend, and, as 
one of his fellow s of the militia says, ‘lie 
is as good a fellow as he is a marksman, 
and 1 have seen him plank 11 dead centres 
out of a possible 12 with the r* volvur.” 

Lieut. Edes Is the inspector of ri lie 
nrautlce of the . r »th regiment of infantry, 
M. V. M., and a resident of Newton, lie 
was born in Charlestown, Oct. ff, lHflti. lie 
received his first military education in the 
Bigelow school, New ton, and the English 
high school, Rostou. In |H7i he joined 
compuny 1st regiment, Clttilin Guard. 
He served w ith his company at the Rostou 
lire in ls«2, and remained In service initii 
the latter part of 1H7-"*, when ho went West, 
where, after some thrilling experiences us 
u rauchmuu. cowboy, etc., be entered the 
service of the United States, doing mili- 
tary duty on the plains. He was engaged 


in several skirmishes with the Indians 
then infesting the Rlack Hills country. 
Ho was there wounded in the leg by a 
rifle hall, ami had a close call by having a 
bullet shot through the rim of his sombre- 
ro. 

The Indian troubles over, he returned to 
his home in Newton, stopping on route in 
Philadelphia, w here he joined the 2d regi- 
ment, Pennsylvania National Guard, at 
this time called out to quell the labor riots. 

Upon reaching home he rejoined iris old 
company as a sergeant. The company was 
soon after transferred to the ."th regiment. 
Ho was elected 2d lieutenant of Company 
F, Waltham, in 1883. and was detailed as 
acting Inspector of rule practice. In 1884 
ho was commissioned 1st lieutenent, and 
Aug. III. 1S8(>, upon the passage of the hill 
establishing the office of inspector of rifle 
practice, he was appointed by Col. Run- 
croft to that position on his staff. Ho Is 
now the senior Inspector of rille practice 
in the service. 

He is a noted rifie shot, and has partici- 
pated in all the important matches field in 
the state. He was a member of the team 
of Company C, 1st regiment, w hich won 
the Providence Tool cup in 1875, and a 
member of the Massachusetts state team 
which won the Hitton trophy and the 
‘‘Soldier of Marathon” in 188(5, ’87. '88 and 
’8{» in Creed more, N. Y. In 1889 he went 
to England as a shooting member of the 
team from the M. V. M., which defeated 
the rifie teams of the mother country in 
every match that was shot.

Royal Arcanum, etc. lie is in 
active business, occupying a responsible 
position with a well known electric manu- 
facturing company of Pittsburg, Pa., with 
an office in this city.

They are not at all decided upon a candi- 
date for governor. Secretary John C. 
Lane tells me to-day that after the letter of 
Mr. Gargan’s physician saying that he 
could not run, they did nothing about 
a candidate until their meeting day before 
yesterday, when it was brought up again.

F. Adams. 2d, of Quincy is a nuin who 
would probably command many votes. A 
man is needed with an approach to the 
ability and endurance of \\ illiams in pub- 
lic speaking, ami it may be difficult to find 
the right man. Robert M. Burnett might 
run well, or Richard M. Saltonstall, or 
Sigourney Butler. John EL Russell would 
be as good as any if he would only take the 
stand against the Chicago platform and 
nominees instead of stopping at the half- 
way house of withdrawal from polities 
this year. They might do worse than to 
take Bentley W. Warren. In any event a 
movement is assured to keep the state in 
line for the gold standard.

Tho correspondent was preparing for his 
degree In classics and was spending a lit- 
tle time at Hnoiunr. He hud gono up to 
the Lion’s Face and was lying bcsldo a 
path reading tho third liook of Virgil’s 
“zEneld” aloud. Suddenly ho felt tho 
touch of a stick on his shoulder, and, turn- 
ing nbout, saw a tall, lean man, with a 
shepherd’s plaid thrown loosely around 
his shoulders, by his side. 

“Ye’re reading Virgil, laddie,” said tho 
man. 

“Yes, sir.” 

“Let mo hear you translate this,” he 
continued, nml in a wonderful wny ho 
rolled off a dozen lines of tho poet, chosen 
at random. 

The young man did his best to render lt 
into English nml then parsed and scanned 
tho lines in a faulty way, he thought. But 
tho strange man was pleased to commend 
tho student’s effort. 

Then tho two walked together down to. 
Cnstleton, tho stronger talking eloquently 
midmost instructively of tho writings of 
the GreokH uiul Homans. When their ways 
ported, the man said: 

“I suppose you don’t know who I ant?” 

“No, sir,” tho student answered. 

“Well, lam Professor Blackio of Edin- 
burgh. I dare say you havo heard of me?” 

“Oh, very often indeed.” 

“Aye, nyo, ” sa id the professor slowly nnd 
thoughtfully. “And I dare say yo’vo heard 
that many folk think I’m a wee bit crack- 
ed,” tapping liis forehead with his finger, 
“but never forget, laddie, that, as Tam 
Chalmers once said, a crock often lets in 
tho light.” 

How to Live to Great Age. 

The latest fad in England is to insuro 
longevity through tho use of a special diet. 
Tho promise is held out to thoso who im- 
plicitly follow out tho prescribed regimen 
that they may attain to tho ago of 110 
yenrs. This, among tho most melnncholy 
peoplo of tho gloho, nnd to whom one 
would fancy that llfo were the less worth 
living, 1ms aroused considerable enthusi- 
asm. Cooks nnd kitchens are to bo abol- 
ished; meat, bread and vegetables nre for- 
bidden. Existence is to bo maintained ex- 
clusively upon nuts und bananas. If wo 
compare this with tho dietary system of 
Dickens, which represents that of Iris peri- 
od, his comparatively early decease will 
excite no surprise. According to English 
standards, he was an accomplished gastro- 
nome. Beefsteak pudding was his ideal — 
u horrible concoction, only fit for u crudo 
or debased palate. His highest conception 
of n dinner was a baked leg of mutton, with 
tho bone removed nnd tho cavity filled 
with a stuffing of oysters and veal. This 
was accompanied with gin punch, in tho 
making of which Dickens took especial 
pride. It was mado as follows: A brass 
kettle of water was heated over a spirit 
lamp. When the water came to a boil, it 
was poured into a jug, with a bottle of old 
gin, lumps of sugar and chips of lemon 
peel. The mouth of the jug was then closed 
with a napkin and tho mixture allowed to 
brew for a certain number of minutes. — 
Exchange. 

Shotgun Cauc*. 

Tho shotgun cane has the appearanco of 
a smooth stout cane with a buckhorn han- 
dle. Tho care, however, is but a rattan 
shell covering a 44 caliber steel tube — tho 
shotgun. Tho gun has a metal stopper at 
the muzzle, held in place by a spring. Tho 
stopper looks like the ferrule of tho cane. 
Under tho lmndilo thero is a button which 
serves as a trigger. It is a breechloader, 
the handle pulling back from tho body of 
tho eane. and it 1ms an automatic shell 
ejector. Tho shotgun cane is carried by 
taxidermists and others who wish to have 
tiie means of shooting upon occasions, but 
who do not wish to carry about an ordi- 
nary shotgun. In the course of a year a 
considerable number of shotgun canes ure 
told. They co-a $lu. — Now York Sun.

Dear Sir:— The undersigned members of j 
the Xewtonville Good Government Com- 
mittee, at a meeting held this day, by vote, 
beg to express their hearty appreciation of 
your valued assistance In expressing, be- 
fore the Newton school committee, of 
which you are an honored member repre- 
senting Ward Two. the desires of your 
constituents of said ward in respect to the 
Adams school controversy. 

Permit us to say that from the first your 
action pertaining to this subject in the sub- 
committee of Ward Two and your efforts 
to obtain proper and courteous recognition 
of tlie publicly expressed desires of the 
parents of children of Ward Two, receives 
our warmest approval. We fully recognize 
that so far as the school hoard of the city 
of Newton is concerned you have stood in 
a hopeless minority. But sir, considering 
the matter as viewed by your eonstitutents 
and the school board together, the vote of 
approval of your course stands 257 to 13. 
Wo feel that you have truly represented 
tlie interests of the citizens of Ward Two 
upon tlie school board and have en- 
deavored, so far as lay in your power, to 
secure a proper and equitable adjustment 
of tlie Adams school controversy.

TOOK BOARDERS ON THE SLY 

Plight of a Man Who Sought to Spare Ills 
Landlady's Feelings. 

“Every man who him ever looked for 
country liourtl within reasonable distance 
of Now York has experienced the wiles of 
the suburban hoarding house keeper in Ills 
own way,” said a broker yesterday, “and 
I have come to the conclusion that my ex- 
perience In New Rochelle several years ugo 
is n rather common one. I found <i very 
respectable appearing family up there who 
told mo that they wore in reduced circum- 
stances and therefore they would take my 
family for the summer. Their rates wore 
about twice as high as those of tlie average 
country hotel, but their house was con- 
veniently located, and I took rooms and 
board with them. 

“Tlie woman said tlmt she had never 
taken boarders before, and she didn’t want 
her neighbors in New Rochelle to know 
that she had been reduced to taking bourd- 
ers now. If I and my family didn’t mind, 
sho would give it out that wo wero old ac- 
quaintances, nnd that she had invited us to 
pass tlie summer with her. This would bo 
a great favor to her daughters and herself. 
They seemed like very decent people, uud 
I saw no objection to this plan. Their ta- 
ble was a jKMjr one, but our rooms wero 
reasonably comfortable, and we made the 
best of it during tlio summer. When their 
friends called on them, they alwu^s refer- 
red to us as their guests, and, us wo hud 
few acquaintances in Now Rochelle and we 
felt really sorry for the family, wo didn't 
treat them as paid boarding house keepers. 
About a month after we opened our house 
in town a friend of mine said laughingly: 

“‘That was a long visit of yours with 
the Joneses in Now Rochello. ’ 

“‘Yes, we spent the summer there,’ I 
replied. 

•‘‘Well, you are fortunate to have ac- 
quaintances in the country to entertain you 
during tlie summer,’ lie said, and then I 
found that Mrs. Jones hud told him that 
wo had been invited for a month und that 
we had staid ull summer. She had gone to 
various people in Now Rochello and la- 
mented the length of our stay, and oven 
hinted that it was an imposition. 

“Now, that was a nice light to appear 
in, wasn't it? My consideration for her 
feelings had laid mo open to this chnrge. 
Of course my friends knew that it was un- 
true, but I have heard it in various forms 
from acquaintances of mine ever since. I 
have attempted to plaeo Mrs. Jones in her 
truo character in self defense, and now I 
will go only to regular boarding houses. 
Several acquaintances of mine liavo lmd I 
similar experiences with landladies in re- 
duced circumstances who were ashamed of 
keeping a boarding house.” — Now York 
Sun.

Inrrpmm thi> Round of PIssetm-RnmlM 
Out Booted CiMtODM. 

The skilled cyclist wii > has developed 
the proper muscle and in s got rid of the 
sense of fatigue which imitnts the Is-giti- 
nor, just ns ,t haunts and daunts the man 
who is le ii ,dng : > swim, can keep on his 
bh veleaM day, and if ills frame is not shak- 
en by a fall nr Ids temper trh-d by the 
printing of t.'.o-s* infernal tlrrj lie will re- 
turn in the evening with his nerves In per- 
feet order and Ids limbs as little tired as if 
he lmd Ixvii strolling for the same time l.p 
and down a terraeo ora lawn. This means 
that he can choose friends or do business 
within half a county instead of within 
two villages, and that Ids powers of loco- 
motion at will are multiplied at least flvo- 
fold, or in the ease of the really skilled and 
healthy eight or tenfold. That is a now 
freedom, a great multiplication of power 
for men, and especially for women, who^ 
wc notice, enjoy it much more than men 
do, nnd contrive somehow to avoid tlie 
look of cure which is tlio special mark of 
the bicyclist, and wo shall i>e curious to 
note, when time has been given for t ho 
change to operate fully, what its precise 
effects an*. They will not all lie good. 

They will probably increase the general 
happiness, for. let the cynics say wlmt they 
like, friendship is n great sweetener of life 
and pleasant conversation one of the few 
really enjoyable occupations, but they will 
impair ncighhorlincss, which re«ts in a 
degree wc none of us like to formulate up- 
on tlio sen so that we must not quarrel 
witii or avoid or even sharply criticise 
those among whom it is our lot to live. 

The constant habit of tlio bicycle dissi- 
pates tlio mind just as a constant immer- 
sion in society does and for tlio same rea- 
son — it renders reflection less frequent 
and less enjoyable. Why think when you 
can reach a pleasant circle five miles off 
in half an hour and with no perceptible 
fatigue? Jx;t those who doubt that this ef- 
fect will be produced in tlio country note 
the curious increase the cycle is causing in 
tho habit of meeting at lunch, and indeed 
In tho substitution of lunch for dinner. 

You cannot cycle buck on a dark 
night with your wife or sister In full 
dress, hut you can lunch at 2 o’clock and 
cycle bock in tlio cool of the evening with 
great enjoyment and no danger. 

Cycling, in fact, will increase the scat- 
tering and movability of country society, 
to the increase of its pleasures and tho loss 
of much of its steadfastness and quiet. Tlie 
ancient “rootedness” of the countrysides 
will bo greatly diminished, and we are old 
fashioned enough to believe that in tlmt 
quality was much not only of charm, but 
of utility. — London Spectator. 


London Three Hundred Years Ago. 

It is with difficulty that London life 300 
years ugo can lie imagined, und London 
itself lias changed as much us tlio life of 
her people. In those days it was no exag- 
geration to speak of “silver footed Tlmme- 
6is. ” Tho river was a place for bathing, 
fishing and boating. Hundreds of water- 
men plied between the city and tho south- 
ern bonk. Old St Paul’s dominated tlio 
city and provided a recognized but unsuit- 
able meeting place for business men and 
pleasure seekers. It was the customary 
promenade for citizens and courtiers, sol- 
diers and poets, the fashionable and the 
disreputable worlds. Tho citizen lived 
over his shop with ids family and appren- 
tices. Tlio city was tlie center of an ani- 
mated nnd gayly colored life. In afternoons 
there were the performances at the thea- 
ters on tlie bunkside, tho Globe, tlio Hojic, 
tho Rose, the Swan and Paris Garden, all 
of which were in the neighborhood of 
Southwark, and might lie reached eithei 
by old London bridge or by tukiug one of 
tlio crowd of small boats that were in at- 
tendance. Tlie traffic botwocn the city and 
the theaters was tlio mainstay of many of 
these watermen, and wiien, owing to the 
prevalence of tho plague, the playhouses 
wero closed, the loss of custom naturally 
uffected them severely. There is a curious 
potition extant at Dulwich college, in 
which the “sorvuntes und platers” of Lord 
Strange beseech the privy council to with- 
draw tlio restriction upon their theater, 
and this is made one of their picas: 

“And for tlmt the use of our pluiehowse 
on the Buucksidc, by reason of tho passage 
to and Ironic tlio same by water, is a great® 
rolelf to the pooro Watermen thcarc, uud 
our dismission thence, uowo in this lunge 
vacation, is to those poore men a great c 
hindruunco, and in manner an undooinge, 
as they generallie eomplaiue, both our and 
tlieiro humble petition und suite theurefore 
to your goode Hounors is tlmt you willie 
pleased, of your spcciull favour, to recall 
this our restrainte, and pormitt us tho use 
of tlie saido pluiehowse again.” — Gentle- 
man's Magazine.

On stepping into nny of tho largo bank- 
ing houses down town on o is almost wick- 
edly tempted to liken tlie functionaries Ito- 
hind tho burs to so many caged animals. 
But tho sharp, quick, intelligent faces of 
these men forbid tho thought. Onco In* 
side these Iron bars and permitted tho 
privilege to plerco the Inner depths, an or- 
dinary individual finds much to awaken 
wonder. This is particularly true of both 
tho paying teller’s and receiving teller’s 
departments, whoso workings Indeed are 
peculiarly In unison. Hero the fragments 
of silken tissue, that pass dally through 
our lmmls as dollar bills, are undergoing 
a strictly systematic discipline, each hill 
being rigorously scrutinized and carefully 
handled and dealt with according to Its 
just deserts, good or bml. Tho position of 
tho paying toiler’s assistant Is one which 
requires tho strictest, precaution and un- 
failing attention of him who holds It — a 
quick, alert mind and active brain capable 
of doing at least half a dozen tilings at the 
same time. Tills clerk’s hours are irregu- 
lar and uncertain — some days long, some 
short, much depending upon the deposits 
made through tho day. 

Tho banking hours are usually from 8:80 
in tho morning to 2 o’clock In the after- 
noon, nml tho majority of people are under 
tho impression that there is nothing more 
to do at the latter hour but for the book- 
keepers to close their great volumes and the 
teller to lock up tho safe and all rotire 
simultaneously. But 
this notion of bank clerks’ hours should 
huppen Into the bank two or throe hours 
later they would still find these men as 
busy as bees n ml steeper in work if possi- 
ble than at high noon. 

Among most of the important banks of 
tho city the deposits made daily average 
from 300 to 400, some of which are 
amazingly large, 
see tho deposits mado by some of tho well 
known firms of tills city at holiday time, 
us well as by tho railroad companies after 
the many legal holidays, but more strik- 
ingly is it so with the deposits of some of 
tho large dry goods stores after one of their 
celebrated “markdown sales’’ or “bargain 
days.’’ Many of these latter deposits, if

New Jersey la not a port of Ireland.

Fortunately for our resi- 
dents, these nro for tho most part of the 
harmless black or plno variety, not lioing 
supplied with any poison fangs. Still a 
snake is a snake, and people hate them ns 
an incarnation of the old serpent of tho 
garden of Eden. 

On tho outskirts of this place John 
Sams lives with Ids wifo and baby, a little 
boy of about 9, and a couple of Jersey dogs, 
and tills a ten acre scrub lot. Ho is a quiet, 
unassuming man, much given to minding 
his own business, doing the best ho can 
with tho little farm and occasionally walk- 
ing over to the storo for his household 
goods.

BOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 


To the Editor of the Gu.\rilte:— 

We are informed thnt the gold reserve 
has again fallen nearly to the hundred 
million tigure. w hich is called the danger 
line, ami the banks and gold syndicates 
who have agreed to maintain the reserve 
until "after the election” will evidently 
have to put tip agnin. 

1 am a sound money man, but I look in 
vain in the sound money papers, or in the 
speeches of the sound money orators, for 
any plans for a remedy for this vicious 
condition of our national currency. 

They are so much taken up with repel- 
ling the assaults of the free silver men thnt 
they seem to have no time to propose any 
needed reform in our currency system. 

The syndicate have agreed to keep up 
the gold reserve until after election, but 
does any one doubt that there will have to 
be another bond sale immediately after the 
election, no matter who gets in? Indeed, 
it looks ns if bond sales would have to be 
resorted to indefinitely, until some change 
is made in the system. 

The gold syndicates of course favor these 
bond sales, as they make money out of 
them, and they will never favor a remedy. 
They can organize raids on the treasury, 
reduce the gold below the limit, and then 
step in and make several millions out of 
the bonds, just as they have done in the 
past. • 

Our sound money men point to England 
as the country to be imitated on currency 
matters, but they do not have bond sales 
to maintain their gold reserve, and their 
national treasury is not at the mercy of 
gold speculators. 

.Senator Sherman, our great financier, Is 
very eloquent in replying to the assaults of 
the free silver men. but if he has proposed 
any remedy, I have not seen it. Other Re- 
publican leaders have also nothing to say 
on this question, and their ideas on the 
financial question seem to be exhausted 
where they have howled for more tariff. 

Even the great McKinley himself seems 
to have no idea except that the currency 
must be kept on a gold basis. But he has 
until so very recently studied nothing but 
the tariff, that he may be excused. 

The free silver men are the only ones 
wht> propose any sort of a remedy, ami 
absurd as it may be, would it prove any 
more expensive to the country than this 
attempt to keep gold in a leaky treasury ? 

Tlxe silver men claim that the whole 
sound money campaign is managed by the 
gold syndicates, both here and in Europe, 
whose interest it is to maintain the pres- 
ent condition of things. And, judging 
from the total lack of any agitation of a 
remedy for the present condition of 
things, this claim is not so very unreason- 
able. 

Our currency system is a direet inherit- 
ance from Republican rule, and perhaps 
that is the reason Republicans feel obliged 
to uphold it, but as President Harrison 
says, every one can get gold out of the 
treasury, and no one is obliged to pay it in, 
and consequently the gold reserve is al- 
ways a menace to our prosperity. 

If the sound money men would eease 
calling names, and present some sensible 
measures of reform, they would do more to 
offset the arguments of the free silver 
crowd. Inquirer.

Work on the Boston St Albany. 

Each day sees the beginning of some new 
portion of work on the big ditch of the 
Boston & Albany. 

This week was begun the work of ex- 
cavating for the abutments of the Richard- 
son street bridge. A large trench is being 
dug on the north side of the track and 
work on the south side trench will be be- 
gun shortly. The ground is in such a con- 
dition that work can be rapidly pushed 
without the blasting of any ledge or stone. 

The bridge is to be of the same pattern 
as the partially completed bridge at Rowe 
street, Auburndale, and will extend from 
Richardson street over the tracks to Wash- 
ington street. As soon as it is completed 
the Centre and Washington street cross- 
ings will be closed. This may prove some- 
what inconvenient but is about the only 
thing that can be done under the circum- 
stances. 

It has not been officially decided whether 
a temporary depot will be erected near the 
Armory hall or not. The chances are that 
something of the kind will be done, for 
when the winter supply of coal arrived at 
the Newton station this week orders were 
given not to unload the cars. This is more 
encouraging than rumors that are often 
heard and many are confident that some 
sort of a shelter will be erected before the 
snow fiies.

Boston St Albany Finances. 

The annual report of the Boston & Al- 
bany railroad for the fiscal year ending 
June 30 lust is on the whole a very en- 
couraging document. Notwithstanding 
the business depression more freight and 
passengers were transported than during 
the previous year, the number of passen- 
gers carried being 12, 788, .327, against 12,131,- 
070 tiie year before, and the tons of freight 
numbering 4,122,412, against 3, 994, .340. 
Gross receipts aggregated $9,330,032, 
against $9,130,860 in 1893. Expenditures 
were increased, however, $ 3 : 12,304 to $»»,- 
911,805 und this left a reduced net income 
which sutliced, however, to meet all 
charges and the regular s per cent dividend 
and leave over a small surplus, $22,780. 
Chief among the extraordinary expendi- 
tures of the year was the item of $389,237 
for separating the grade crossings in 
Natick, and one of $263,399 for depressing 
the tracks at Newton. Altogether *oso,- 
024 was expended by the rood during the 
year to eliminate grade crossings.

“Takes marrow bones, 18 sparrows, a 
pound potatoes, one-qunrtor pound orln- 
goes, 2 ounce lettuce stalks, 40 chestnuts, 
one-half pound dates, a peck oysters, one- 
quarter pound preserved citron, 8 arti- 
chokes, 12 eggs, 2 si iced lemons, a handful 
of pickled barberries, one-quarter ounce 
whole pepper, one-hulf ounce sliced nut- 
meg, one-half ounce whole cinnamon, one- 
quartcr ounce whole clove, ono-hnlf ounce 
nuico and one-quarter pound currants. 
Liquor, when It is linked, with white wine, 
butter und sugar. ” 

It looks very much ns if tho catalogue 
of ingredients' of tills wonderful pio hud 
only been concluded through. the inventor 
forgetting any other articles of diet that 
he could put in. 

Rich as the last mentioned pie sounds, 
it was not so rich as the simple bran pio 
that an eccentric old gentleman placed be- 
fore his tenants at the annual luncheon ho 
gave them, for, besides the homely bran, 
golden coins of tiie realm were included in 
the concoction, which made it peculiarly 
savory. 

Late in the last century the Newcastle 
Chronicle lmd the following Item of news: 

“Monday last was brought from Howick 
to Berwick tT bo shipped for London for 
Sir Henry Grey, Burt. , a pie, tiie contents 
whereof are us follows, viz: Two bushels 
of flour, 20 pounds of butter, 4 geeso, 2 
turkeys, 2 rabbits, 4 wild ducks, 2 wood- 
cocks, 6 snipe and 4 partridges, 2 neats’ 
tongues, 2 curlews, 7 blackbirds and 0 
pigeons; it was near 9 feet in circum- 
ference at bottom, weighs about 12 stone, 
will take 2 men to carry it to table; it 
is neatly fitted with a case and 4 small 
wheels to facilitate its use to every guest 
that inclines to partake of its contents ut 
table.”

THE CONGRESSIONAL FIGHT. 


The contest for the nomination in this dis- 
trict is becoming a very lively one, but so far 
Senator Sprague seems to have the lead. 
We should have been glad to have seen 
Hon. .1. R. Leeson a candidate, but he re- 
fused to enter upon any contest for the 
nomination, and in these days no candidate 
can be nominated without effort. 

This narrows the choice down to Senator 
Sprague, Representative Powers of Hyde 
Park, Mayor Cobb of Newton, ami Senator 
Niles of Watertown, the names being given 
in the order of their chances at present. 

We should prefer to support a Newton 
man if there was any chance of his win- 
ning, but so many Newton men have al- 
ready declared in favor of Senator Sprague, 
that it seems certain that he will secure 
many of the delegates, and as he has a 
strong lead in the rest of the district, it 
hardly seems wise to present a Newton 
candidate, just at this time. To have been 
effective, work should have been begun in 
the early summer, and Newton really loses 
influence in the district by always going 
to conventions with divided delegations, 
and always being defeated. 

For these reasons, and because Senator 
Sprague is a very strong candidate, and 
well qualified by legislative experience for 
the position, we think Newton men can 
not do better than to support him. 

The Boston end of the district with 
Brookline, seems to be practically unani- 
mous in his favor, and he has friends all 
over the district, as well as in Newton, 
who are working for his success. He is a 
loyal Republican, and what is of more im- 
portance in this campaign, he can be 
depended on to advocate the cause of 
sound money and an honest currency. Al- 
though a young man, he lias proved his 
fitness for representing his fellow citizens, 
by faithful and intelligent service in many 
positions of trust, as lie 1ms served in the 
Boston Common Council, State Legislature 
and Senate, and has also been a park com- 
missioner, where his lubors were so ap- 
preciated that lie was elected chairman. 
He will not bean untried man, and his 
record in the past show s that lie will be 
the equal at least of any representative 
this district has had in Congress for many 
years. 

Perhaps oue of the greatest tilings in his 
favor is that the district he represented in 
the state Senate is enthusiastic in sup- 
porting his candiduncy for Congress, ills 
constituents believing that lie has fully 
earned the promotion. 

FIVE CENT FARES. 

One of the first tilings to he decided by 
the board of aldermen after vacation will 
be the question of electric cur tracks on 
Washington street. The Newton & Wal- 
tham Street Railway now bus one track on 
this street, and it requires two fures to go 
to any other part of Newton than the 
villages on its line. One cun go to the ex- 
treme limit of Waltham for one fare, but it 
is of much more advantage to Newton 
people to be able to go to other parts of 
Newton. 

The Wellesley A- Boston Street Railway, 
which lms a line from West Newton to 
Lower Fulls, bus offered to give free truns- 
fers to uuy part of Newton, provided they 
at e given a location on Washington street, 
from West Newton to Newton. The plan 
is for them to lay one track, and the New- 
ton «V Waltham road the other, so as to 
have a double truck service on the street, 
between New ton und West Newton. 

Washington street bus been widened at 
great expense, mainly because of the tracks 
of tile New ton A* Waltham road, but New- 
ton people iiuturully think tliut they should 
get tlie benefit from tills widening, and not 
any one street railway company. The 
Waltham rood 1ms never been of any 
special advantage, in the way of building 
up tile city, us it run through u district 
already settled, and the laud tliut wits not 
built upon was not very desirable, it is 
doubtful it a dozen houses have been built 
in the whole length of the line in Newton ( 
because of the street railway, it has been 
a great convenience, but tliut is all, audit 
bus beuefitted Waltham fully as much as 
Newton. 

Tlie Newton roads, on the contrary, 
run through very desirable territory, and 
ure doing u great deal to add to the valua- 
tion of tlie city. The Wellesley <v Boston, 
tlie Newton A L iston and the Common- 
wealth avenue lines bring the remoter 
sections of the city within easy reach of 
the steam railroud stations, ami enable 
people to live u mile or more from tlie 
stations, w ithout tlie necessity of keeping 
horses. New houses ure constantly going 
up along these lines, und as they are entirely 
Newton roads, they ought to be favored, if 
any railway corporation is to be favored. 

The olter of tiic Wellesley A Boston l oud 
is a very generous oue, und wy cun see no 
reason why it should not be accepted. 
The New ton A* Waltham road w ill oppose 


it, of course, as It is for their Interests to 
do so, but it is certainly for tin* interests 
of tlie city to have one five cent fare to any 
part of Newton, and in tlmo all tlie rail- 
way ears ought to start from Newton, as 
that is tlie rent re of population, and the 
terminus of the Boston street railway 
lines, and this would enable people to go 
to any part of the city without the trouble 
of transfers. Washington street was 
widened for this very purpose, and the 
people will have to pay the bills for the 
widening and should therefore get all 
possible advantage out of it. 

"Qaii. Hamilton" as Mary Abigail 
Dodge was known to the literary world, 
died at her home in this state on Monday. 
She was one of the best known women in 
the country, from tlie popularity of her 
books and essays, and also from her con- 
nection with Mr. Blaine. She wasaeousin 
of his wife, and also his most intimate 
friend, and he, is said to have relied great- 
ly upon her advice. Indeed, so close was 
the intimacy, and so brilliant was her 
reputation as a writer, that she was at one 
time charged with writing his speeches, 
but Mr. Blaine was abundantly able to 
write his own speeches. She published a 
great number of books, from 18B2 to 18Hft, 
all bright and readable, as Miss Dodge had 
a great fund of wit und humor, which 
made her a very popular writer. She has 
had but few equals, und it was a distinct 
loss to literature when she gave it up for 
politics. She was an intense partisan, and 
her political attacks wore very bitter and 
one-sided, fitted perhaps for the special 
occasion, but of no lasting interest. Her 
fame will rest chiefly on her writings be- 
fore her political days. She was keen and 
bright enough for any position, but she 
was so devoted to her great kinsman, that 
her later years were spent in his service, 
and her last literary work was the life of 
Mr. Blaine, published just before her ill- 
ness began, about a year ago. She was al- 
ways ready to take up tlie cause of any one 
she thought was wronged, as her spirited 
advocacy of Mrs. Maybrick proved, and 
when she had once undertaken a cause she 
never could rest until she had carried it 
through. She was a woman of very strong 
character, and an entertaining and inspir- 
ing companion. Her intense devotion to 
any cause was relieved by a great gift of 
humor, and one instance was her attitude 
towards the admirable series of papers she 
wrote for Harper’s Bazar, on tlie rearing 
of children, although she was a spinster of 
the most pronounced type, ami she was 
able to see the humor of the situation. 


An Indiana bicycle factory is said to 
have shut down, throwing a thousand or 
more hands out of employment, on account 
of the danger of free silver. No name is 
given and the item lias a fishy aspect, 
especially at this season, when the bicycle 
trade for the year is about over, and many 
manufacturers are in trouble, owing to no 
demand for their wheels, and are selling 
them off at auction for $2u or less each. In 
spite of the widespread demand for 
wheels, so many went into the business of 
making them that the supply has been 
greater than tlie demand, and even some of 
the best known makers have had to resort 
to auctioning off their surplus stock, in order 
to meet their obligations and tlie weaker 
firms have failed. Tlie story is told that 
one of the most popular makers removed 
the name plate from his surplus wheels 
and sent them to tlie auction rooms to be 
sold for what they would bring. And 
these w heels are never sold for less than 
$100 either. 

A nkw candidate for congressional 
honors lias arrived in tlie person of Senator 
Niles of Watertown, who was elected to 
his present office by A. P. A. votes. His 
friends claim that lie will carry Water- 
town, and they have hopes of getting A. 
P. A. votes all through tlie district. Sena- 
tor Niles’ views on national questions are 
not known, and it is a little difficult to 
understand his grounds for aspiring to a 
seat in Congress, where at this crisis men 
of the highest ability are needed. His ap- 
pearance as a candidate probably favors 
Senator Sprague’s chances, as Watertown 
has never been claimed for him. 


A good deal of curiosity is expressed as 
to the whereabouts of Congressman 
Draper. He lias not been heard from since 
his remarkuble interview, in which lie 
declared that if the tariff was only high 
enough it did not matter whether our cur- 
rency was on a lead or copper basis, or 
words to that effect. There is a rumor 
tliut lie was persuuded to go to Europe for 
a rest, to remain until after the campaign 
was over. Tlie affair only shows the im_ 
portance of using wise discrimination in 
selecting our Congressmen. 

Waltham has hod a bicycle wedding, 
and tlie happy couple have started for New 
Hampshire on a tandem. The bridegroom 
is Henry W. Robinson, local consul of tlie 
L. A. W. and a former prominent racing 
man, and the bride is Miss Jennie Morrill. 
They have had the honor of liuving their 
pictures iu tlie Boston pupers, and they 
will without doubt have a very happy 
wedding trip. 

Senator Fokakkh of Ohio in his 
speech said tliut tlie exports of our agricul- 
tural products in 18UA, as compared with 
1KU4, fell off $'2.10,000,000. Tlie exact figures 
are $7.1,100,0011, but a little variation like 
tliut is expected from campaign orators 
like Foruker, who believe in making a 
good story witiiout any regard for facts 
and figures. 

Thk report is cabled over that Germany 
is about to smash tlie Stuudurd oil Trust. 
Evidently Mr. Rockefeller will have to 
build a few churches or endow a uni- 
versity over there, in order to liuve tlie 
Germans look at his concern with friendly 
eyes. Tliut is the way the great trust 
mugiiutes do in this country, und we are so 
grateful we give them all they ask for. 

a n “honest dollar,' any i Rev. Sam 
Jones, is "tlie kind of u dollar which a man 
inn put in his punts pocket, put iiis pants 
under his pillow uud let tlie eagle on the 
dollar change into a uiglitiiigule uud sing 
him to sleep."

To tlio Editor of tlie Graphic:— 

There are many queer things in this cam- 
paign. and it is no wonder that conserva- 
tive people are somewhat at sea. For in- 
stance. ubout this time in the campaign the 
old-time Republican begins to look in his 
favorite paper for the appearance of tlie 
story that the wicked Democrats have been 
bought up by British gold. They feel 
rather lost without it, and it is certainly 
confusing for them to hear the free silver 
men charge that Republicans have been 
bought up by the British and other foreign 
gold syndicates. 

They can not believe this, of course, and 
some of them are even beginning to have 
some doubts about the truth of tlie old 
story about the gold of the British free 
traders. 

The old story appears in anotlier form, 
that tlie free silver men are in the pay ot 
tlie silver mine owners, but this story lacks 
familiarity, and then too, as the silver mine 
owners are Americans, it does not seem 
such a heinous crime for them to spend 
their income on their fellow citizens. It is 
more like a charitable deed, too, for if all 
tho stories are true, the free silver men 
need all the campaign funds they can get. 

This breaking down of tlie old lines is 
very disagreeable, as it interferes with the 
established order of things, and compels a 
man to stop and think when lie hears an 
argument, whether that is a part of his 
party’s creed and he can conscientiously 
endorse it, or whether it is a part of tlie 
other crowds, and lienee is a dangerous 
heresy. 

The old style of campaign, when we 
could believe that the prosperity of the 
country depended on a high tariff, and that 
tlie manufacturers were all so unselfish 
that they wanted a high tariff solely be- 
cause it would enable them to pay high 
wages to the workingmen, was a good deal 
more comfortable, and I for one hope that 
tliis fellow Bryan, with his unsettling 
theories, will be beaten so badly that we 
can once more return to the old order of 
tilings and know where we are at’.’ I can’t 
enjoy my Boston Journal at all in this un- 
familiar campaign.

Death of Joseph E. Brown. 

The Salem News, in speaking of the 
deaths of three prominent citizens of that

He was in busi- 
ness iu Boston twenty-live years, and re- 
sided on Central street, Beverly, until 
eight years ago, when lie removed to New- 
ton. lie was a veteran of the civil war.

He was well known as a writer 
of humorous articles under tlie non) de 
plume of “Moso Skinner.” He also wrote 
several successful plays, among them 
"Kdgewood folk" for Sol Smith Russell, 
lie leaves a widow and four children; also 
two brothers, Clms. Brown and George P. 
Brown of Salem, a sister, Mrs. S. E. 
Cheever of Lynn. The funeral was held 
at the residence of his brother, George I’. 
Brown, 33 Washington street, Salem, 
Thursday afternoon at 4 o’clock. 


The Crime of ’73. 

They are telling many Mexican dollar 
stories nowadays, but none quite so good 
as tlie old one of a time when silver was 
about at par, but there was a slight dis- 
count in each country of the coin of the 
other.

NEWTON VETS WIN. 


TAKE THE FIRST PRIZE AT THK NKW 
liEDKOltn MUSTER. 


Wednesday was a great day for tho 
Newton Veteran Firemen as they took the 
first prize at the annual muster of the New 
England Foremen’s League at New Bed- 
ford, playing about ten feet beyond any of 
their competitors. 

New Bedford gave the firemen an en- 
thusiastic reception, with a grand parade 
in the morning, to which all the city and 
surrounding towns turned out. 

Tho Newton hoys had the most elegant 
banner seen in tlie line. It was of silk, 
hearing the city seal on the front and a 
representation of the Nonantum, with the 
modest motto, "We Will Try,” on the 
reverse. This was the contribution of 
their women friends, ami was carried for 
the first time Wednesday. 

As the tub won, the boys look upon the 
new banner as a mascot. 

The prize! wire presented by Mayor 
Parker of New Bedford, and the first prize 
was $250 in money. 

The Central Falls company won the 
prize cup for tlie best appearance and 
largest number in line, 140 men. 

Work on the pumps began at 1.30 p. m. 
and each engine was allowed ten minutes. 
The Nonantum had the second trial and 
threw a stream 204 feet 5-« inches, and tlie 
Brockton company was the only one that 
got within ten feet of this record. 

In the evening there was a mock battle, 
with an old whaling ship as the point of 
attack, and it ended witli the firing of the 
ship, which had been laden with tar 
barrels, and this remnant of New Bedford’s 
old whaling (lavs made a brilliant illumina- 
tion. The visitors were given the most 
hospitable treatment and the Newton men 
are of course enthusiastic over New Bed- 
ford. 

The Newton Veterans arrived home late 
in the evening and were given an enthusi- 
astic reception by their friends, news of 
tlie victory liaving preceded them. 

A crowd of several hundred greeted 
them with cheers as they alighted from 
their special cars and escorted them to 
their headquarters on Watertown street. 

Buildings along the route were illumi- 
nated with japanese lanterns, and red fire 
blazed all along. 

At the engine house two huge bonfires 
added to the illumination. Brief speeches 
were made, and after a collation had been 
served, the "vets" received the congratula- 
tions of their friends. These congratula- 
tions were the more hearty from the fact 
that the Nonantums brought home the 
silver torch, which had been held for the 
past year by their old rivals, the Waltham 
veterans.

COL. HIGGINSON’S VIEWS. 


waxth to hf.k RRYA5 whipped hi t Hot j 
VKHV HARD. 

The Boston Journal does me tho honor to | 
criticise some remarks of mine about the j 
election and to Inquire, in substance. . 
whether I really wish to see Bryan j 
whipped. The answer Is an easy one: I 
do; but I am like the woman who watched 
the light between her husband and her 
brother— she wished to see her husband 
chastised, hut not very hard. On the 
other hand, the consummation which 
every true Republican is bound to w ish for 
—the election of McKinley by an Immense 
vote and the control of the House of 
Representatives by a majority even larger 
than now— this I should regard its a 
calamity, for it would fix upon the country 
a control which is, In the past, responsible 
for most of our troubles. For instance, the 
whole basis of the great political power of 
the silver party was secured by the admis- 
sion of new “mining camps” its states, be- 
cause Senator Hoar and others thought 
that they were sure to vote Republican; 
and most of the Populistic bias in tiie Chi- 
cago platform is based on the long sub- 
serviency of the Republican party to ricli 
manufacturers. Tiie fact is thut there are 
multitudes of persons, of whom I am one, 
who have thoroughly lost confidence in the 
Republican party ; we arc willing to have 
it regain power, if necessary, as a choice of 
evils, but we desire to see this done, if at 
all, in such a way as to keep another 
strong party in existence which shall ulti- 
mately displace it. Indeed, when we look 
back on the exulting certainty which it 
felt, a few months ago, of sweeping the 
country, it is impossible not to feel that its 
present attitude of fear and trembling is a 
much wholesomer moral condition. 

Much of the attack on the Chicago con- 
vention is so extreme and bitter as to tend 
to the defeat of its own object, for it leads 
the reader to dwell on what is good in that 
platform. The income tax, which the New 
York Sun places first among its enormities, 
seems to many of us a great virtue. The 
repudiation of debts, which was at first 
charged upon it, appears now in a much 
more guarded form than the original. The 
proposed overruling of the present majori- 
ty of one in the supreme court, by means 
of appointments hereafter to be made, is 
no new suggestion, but a thing which 
every party begins to plan for whenever 
the supreme court decides aguinst it. On 
the silver question itself, the Chicago plat- 
form goes but little farther, if any farther, 
than Republican leaders have repeatedly 
gone : with the ad vantage that the platform 
is unequivocal, while they have usually 
hedged, under pressure, unless they were 
still needed as nominees for Governor in 
western states. For myself, if I were a 
bimetallist, like my friend Gen. Walker, 1 
should be quite as likely to enlist under 
the Bryan flag as under the other ; at any 
rate, what separates them is reduced to a 
question of judgment and timeliness, 
rather than one of principle. 

Finally, to complete the sum of my of- 
fending, i do not see how anyone who 
likes independence cun help seeing that 
there is something nianlv and even chival- 
rous in Mr. Williams’ almost unaided can- 
vass*of New England in what he now 
thoroughly believes, I think, to be the. 
people’s cause, and especially in his keep- 
ing clear of personalities, while lie is 
deluged with them oil every side. In this 
he shows himself immeasurably above the 
late Gen. Butler, a thing more remarkable 
in view of the fact that his lieutenants and 
his followers are drawn in some degree 
from tiie Butler forces. In my opinion, it 
is neither just nor wise to treat him and 
his followers either as imbeciles, with Mr. 
Atkinson, or as traitors, with ex-President 
White. They are neither; they represent 
an element in our society which can neither 
be safely ignored nor forcibly suppressed 
because it represents an honest and not 
wholly unfounded discontent. If it carries 
along with it a fanatical or even dishonest 
element, this lias been also true of all 
popular uprisings, even of the anti-slavery 
movement. Theodore Parker said to me 
once of a prominent Scotch- American ad- 
vocate of this last cause m Boston: "He 
is a great scoundrel, but lie loves liberty;" 
and, therefore, his co-operation was not 
refused. For myself, when 1 note the 
direct and manly earnestness of Mr. Wil- 
liams' appeals 1 feel an occasional impulse 
of regret that 1 do not agree with him in 
order that 1 might stand by iiis side. 

All these considerations tend to show 
that it is (piite possible for an honest man 
to repudiate Bryan and yet refuse his 
direct support to McKinley, lie may hope 
and work for tiie precise result which 
seems likely now to happen, the election 
of McKinley without tiie inevitable evils 
of an overwhelming Republican triumph 
After four years of possible confusion and 
certain mediocrity, we may perhaps come 
back to tiie election of another Grover 
Cleveland, if, indeed, there be another 
within reach.

A PUNCTURED TIRE. 


I defy any one to produce a moro perfect 
specimen of the bicycle kind than I was 
when I left the manufacturers on a beau- 
tiful Mny morning just two months ago. 

They were proud of mo at the shops — 
fntlcetl I think tliero was something about 
my graceful frnmo nml polished enamel 
finish that made me stand out as one apart 
from tho thousands of other wheels around 
mo. Tho first journey I took was when I 
left my nativo city and was shipped, with 
many companions, to Washington. I liked 
this beautiful Capital City and longed for 
n spin on tho smooth asphalt pavements, 
but it seemed for a time that I was doom- 
oil to disappointment. 

I wns taken to tho bicycle school, where 
I spent most of my days watching the 
strange antics of beginners, tho earnest 
efforts of thoso who had taken several les- 
sons and tiie lofty, though sometimes un- 
certain, airs of the ones almost ready to 
ride in the street.

were much rarer. Then tho alibi witness j 
was a necessary though usually unwel- 
come part of the machinery of defense in ' 
criminal eases. There Is in criminal pro- ! 
codure no hotter defense than an alibi If 
sustained. Alibi witnesses were therefore 
very much In demand until juries began 
to mistrust them and the penalties for tho 
crime of perjury were visited upon some of 
the delinquents. 

For a considerable time the mendacious 
and subsidized testimony of professional 
alibi witnesses obtained credence from 
jurors, and some of these witnesses, to 
quote their own language, “made a good 
thing out of it.” Juries in criminal cases 
arc usually sympathetic B’lioro no outsUlo 
pressure is brought upouthem, and It is 
tho part of the chargo oHmvery judge In a 
criminal case to inform tho jury that tho 
prisoner at the lair is entitled to every rea- 
sonable doubt. If, therefore, any uncertain- 
ty existed on the point whether or not the 
prisoner was actually present at the timo 
and place of the alleged crime, ho was en- 
titled to the benefit of It. But little by lit- 
tle tho prosecuting officers became ac- 
quainted with tho Identity and records of 
tho professional alibi witnesses. One or 
two were prosecuted. Others were scared 
off. Tho commercial value of the services 
of tho others wus decreased, and finally tho 
whole nefarious business wus abandoned, 
never since to be revived. — Now Yorktiun. 


Dbpotlux of Smoko. 

In a device for disposing of tho smoko 
from boiler fires brought forward in Ger- 
many, The Americuu Machinist says that 
the waste gases of consumption or com- 
bustion urc drawn through a conduit at 
tlie end of which is a ventilating fan, 
which forces them into tho lower part of a 
gasometer. Hero they bubble through a 
sheet of water, where they ure cleansed of 
the solid particles held in suspension and 
collect in tho upper i»urt of tho gasometer, 
whence they may bo set free Into tho at- 
mosphere or used for any purpose desired. 
Tho wash wutor Is continually renewed, 
and, as a measure of economy, the com- 
bustible solid mutter contained in It may 
bo extracted by decantation or evaporation 
and used a second time for fuel. The 
draft is regulated simply by varying the 
load upon the bull of the gasometer. The 
system is applicable only where power is 
uvuiluble for operating the veutilutor. 

Tobacco Iu America. 

Caricaturists in depleting a German are 
In the habit of putting a big pipe In his 
mouth. Thu pipe Is national, indeed, but 
the Gurmuns as a nation ure far from being 
the grcutest smokers. They do not smoko 
more than Frenchmen, Russians, Swedes 
or Huugurluus. Thu men of the United 
fcstntos and the men of Switzerland are the 
most Inveterate smokers in tho world. In 
these two countries the consumption of to- 
bacco i»er head is threo times greater than 
in Germany.

Eugene Field Bought Toys Recklessly For 
HU Little Friends. 

All boys and girls who really enjoy Eu- 
gene Field's “ Love 7*ong* of Childhood” 
and his "With Trumpet and Drum” find 
that these poems seem to introduce them 
to much that is charming in home life. It 
is ns if in walking down u dark alley they 
lost their way. Suddenly a little light is 
seen flashing through a keyhole. In u mo- 
ment they find themselves iu a room full 
of sunshine uud happy little children. In 
this magical room, furnished by Eugene 
Field’s imagination, Santa Claus, the good 
Fuiry Godmothers, Fairyland and the Laud 
of Nod aro real itersuns and places. Like 
Edmund Spencer or Sir Walter Scott, Eu- 
gene Field lived iu an atmosphere of en- 
chantment and more than half believed 
in witches uml hobgoblins. Udd us it may 
seem, to the end of his life he was afraid 
to enter a dark room alone and disliked 
being left alone. Uudcr ordinary circum- 
stances rarely did he enjoy being left by 
himself. 

To the day of his death lie lmd tho heart 
and impulses of a boy, and loved animuls, 
gorgeous colors, perl nines, and those me- 
chanical toys which wind up and go with 
a cliekoty noise just as a child loves them. 
His home wus a small toyshop, tlie toys 
being of ull kinds and descriptions, but he 
loved the mechanical toys the best. Every 
Saturday morning Eugene Field went 
home laden with toys — not alone for his 
own babies, Roswell and Ruth, but for a 
number of child friends living at Buena 
Park, Cldcugo. For tho girls he bought 
dolls by tlie dozen, and his littlo boy Ros- 
well. whom he nicknamed Posey, had 
more elephants thun were over shot by 
African travelers. Shortly before he died 
Mr. Field bought a big elephant and a big 
brown l>enr for Posey. Every time any one 
culled upon him, it made no difference 
who it was, the elephant and the big 
brown bear were wound up and away they 
would go, their heads nodding back and 
forth us if they were alive. — Mary J. Reid 
uml Henriettu Dexter Field iucjt.

WHO IS MRS. MARLEY. 

T*J». SIMPSON SAYS THERE IS NO SUCH A 
PERSON. 


The daily papers have had a good deal to 
say about a gold watch that .Mrs. Marley of 
Auburndale gave to the cause in the great 
collection that was taken up by the 
Christian Alliance, at the Old Orchard 
camp-meeting, Aug. nth, when women 
were so moved, “hypnotized,” the papers 
called it, that they took off their jewelry 
and put it in tiie box. The watch was 
said to be an heir-loom, and Mrs. Marley’s 
son was said to be going to institute a suit 
to recover it, as when his mother recovered 


from the excitement of the occasion, she 
regretted her act. 

Dr. Simpson has been interviewed on 
tiie subject and says : 

“There are no grounds whatever for that 
story. These reports are doubtless started 
by persons who desire to injure us. I have 
not tiie slightest idea who they can be, but 
tiie persistauce of tiie stories show that 
somebody is behind them. I do not know 
of any Mrs. Marley, and neither she nor 
anyone representing her has asked to have 
a watch or any other contribution re- 
turned. Neither has any other of tiie con- 
tributors at tiie meeting. 

“Miss Shepard, who haschurgeof the 
watches and jewelry put into tiie collec- 
tion, was as much surprised at the story as 
I was. Less than a dozen watches were 
received at old Orchard, and Miss Shepard 
examined these carefully to sec if any of 
them could be identified as coming from 
anybody mimed Marley, but without re- 
sult. 

“1 have just finished going through tiie 
lust mail, and up to date no word of any 
suit lias reached me. 

“I may say that if Mrs. Marley had 
asked that tiie watch be returned, tiie re- 
quest would have been complied with 
cheerfully and at once. All gilts to our 
association are voluntary, and they are 
made deliberately. Nine-tenths of tiie 
watches and jewelry that we receive are 
sent to us, and are not taken up in collec- 
tions at all. 

“Last year a woman who lmd pledged us 
tiie deed to $3000 worth of property wrote 
to me afterward, saying that circumstances 
lmd changed and she could not well give it 
up. She was at once released from the 
pledge.” 

Dr. Simpson laughed at tiie hypnotism 
hypothesis, and said that tiie public was 
somewhat startled at the idea of a >mo,ooo 
collection ; but lie added that the time was 
coming when Si, 000,000 collections will be 
in vogue. 

There is no Mrs. Marley in the Newton 
directory, and it Is said that she lives in 
Ashbunuium.

those in charge of the w idening of the 
street wasted the city’s money?

SINGLE TRACK LOCATION. 


HEARING AT WATERTOWN ARAEXAL BE- 
FORE MAJ. REILLY— NEWTONVII.LE A 
WATERTOWN STREET RAILWAY COM- 
PANY AND WEST END AT ODDS. 


Acting under instructions from See, 
Larnont of the war deportment, Maj. J. W. 
Reilley, commandant at Watertown ar- 
senal, Tuesday morning gave a hearing to 
parties interested in the petition of the 
Newtonville Watertown Street Railway 
Company for a single track location on 
North Beacon street. 

North Beacon street is located on land 
belonging to the United States, and the 
track location cannot he granted except by 
the U. S. government. The company was 
at onetime granted this location and built , 
it* tracks in part, but owing t'« some hitch 
In the arrangements with the West End the 
road has never been used and the location 
on government ground was forfeited. 

The last petition of the company has 
been turned over to Maj. Reilley by the 
authorities at Washington, and on his re- 
port will be based their action. 

The railroad commissioners are also 
waiting for his action in order to deter- 
mine w hether the company shall lie al- 
lowed to extend its tracks beyond Water- 
town. 

The present hearing is the outcome of 
the New ton Company’s repeated attempts 
to obtain entrance into Boston from New- 
tonville, Nonantum and Watertown by 
way of North Beacon street and Union 
Square, Allston. 

The hearing opened at 10 in the com- 
mandant’s office. Nearly .70 residents of 
the Nonantum district and nearly as many 
Watertown citizens appeared to further 
the petition. 'Hie West End was repre- 
sented by Vice-President Cummings, and 
the Newtonville A Watertown company 
by President Horace B. Parker ami 
Counsel Samuel L. Powers. Maj. Reilley 
presided. 

President H. B. Parker opened the case 
for the petitioners. He said that the new 
industries being established at East Water- 
town would require workmen w ho would 
need transit facilities such as would be 
supplied by the new road. Newtonville, 
and especially Nonantum, needed rapid 
electric connection with Boston, which, 
could only be supplied by the proposed 
line. Watertown would be benentted in a 
minor degree. 

The workmen in the government work- 
shops would also be benefitted by the new 
line. If a location could not be obtained 
in Boston the company proposed to build 
to the bridge. The Newtonville Company 
was also able to carry out the contract, ana 
had excellent financial backing. The 
sentiment of Newton and Nonantum, he 
said, was practically unanimous in favor of 
the line. 

Dr. D. Waldo Stearns of Nonantum. 
John E. Abbott. John n. Cassidy, Samuel 
S. Gleason and Chester Sprague of Water- 
town. E. J. H. Estabrook of Newton and 
Dwight Baldwin of Allston spoke in favor 
of granting the petition. 

Vice-President Cummings opened the 
case for the opposition. He scored Presi- 
dent Parker st-verdv. and relieved the 
monotony of the hearing by calling in 
question the truth of some of Mr. Parker’s 
statements, when the Newtou man at- 
tempted to interrupt him with correc- 
tions. 

He described the Newtonville company 
as a “one car" concern, w ith a capital <>f 
onlv S.'si.ooo, which w anted a new location 
to help it out of its financial difficulties. 
The West End proposed to protect it*elf 
from competition, and was prepared to cut 
down fares from Boston ana Watertown at 
once to five cents. The new line would 
accommodate only a few people on North 
Beacon street, as it was one of the longest 
routes from Boston to Watertown. Sev- 
eral other remonstrants followed Mr. 
Cummings. 

The matter was taken under advisement 
by Maj. Reilley. who will transmit his re- 
port to Washington in a few days. The 
question of granting the license is some- 
what complicated by the apparent 
necessity of building new bridges on 
North Beacon street at a considerable ex- 
pense. 


NEWTON LOUDLY OBJECTS. 


DOESN’T WANT HERDS of infected 

CATTLE DRIVEN Til ROE lilt HER 

STREETS. 

The Newtou board of health and cattle 
owners in this city feel that they have a 
grievance against the state board of cattle 
commissioners. 

For several days the board has been 
sending droves of condemned cattle through 
Newton from Hopkinton and other tow ns. 
These cattle are being sent to Brighton to 
be killed or quarantined, and tue know n to 
be thoroughly infested. Altogether seven 
droves have passed through thi* city. 

Wednesday morning one ot th> animals 
gave out at Newton Lower Falls, a:. «i the 
local board of health w as obliged to inter- 
fere. Agent J. C. Urimblecoui stopped the 
drove und lmd the uuLniui sent in an am- 
bulance to Brighton. He followed this up 
w ith a vigorous protest to the cattle com- 
missioners. , 

it Is claimed that the cattle should not be 
driven through the streets, but should be 
*eut In rail. Veterinary surgeons *tate 
that the disease* for w hich these animals 
are condemned can easily be distributed 
when the} are driven slowly through the 
streets, and chum that their presence in 
N 

cattle. 

The local authorities also claim that the 
cattle were not in charge of competent 
diners, and were allowed to .struggle 
through the street* iu a line nearly u quar- 
ter of u mile iu length.

A FRIKNIV* TRIBUTE TO THK I.ATK .1 \M»> 
SIMPSON. 


The Bar Harbor Record, whose editor 
was also a native of Sullivan, Me., near 
liar Ilarhor. and who had known him all | 
his life, contains the following fitting i 
tribute to the late James Simpson of New- 
ton : 

Death is indeed an unwelcome visit* rat ; 
all times, and inevitable as his coining is 
it is always unexpected, unplanned for. 
With the iiged who have lived their 
allotted time and w ith the very young who 
are spared life's hard and thorny journey, 
a certain comfort comes along with death i 
in reconciliation for its blow, but when a 
stalwart man is cut down in his prime, a : 
man who has made a success of life thus 
far, who has every thing to live for, who is 
neede 1 so much in the daily walks and i 
who desired so much to go on with his lift* I 
work, —when death comes swift, sudden ! 
and sure to such a man it is hard to say I 
“Thy will be done.” and look for the silver 
lining to the dark cloud of despair that i 
falls over all. 

James Simpson was born in Sullivan 
in Twenty-seven years ago this 

month he and his elder brother Frederick 
went to Massachusetts to engage in the 
concrete paving business and by honesty, 
industry and integrity they built up a most 
successful business, and were looked upon 
as leading citizens of Newton, where they 
have made their home. After the death of 
their father a mother and two sisters were 
dependent upon them and in .lames these 
have found father, brother and son com- 
bined. With almost a lover’s devotion did 
this noble man attend his mother during 
the last years of her life, scarcely leaving 
her side except in business hours, ami 
gratifying her every wish. It was only 
last March that her aged form was laid at 
rest, and if there is recognition beyond the 
stars her joy at greeting this beloved son 
will compensate the others for his loss. 

Mr. Simpson’s death at p. m. on Wed- 
nesday, August 12, resulted from a heart 
trouble which developed a serious and dis- 
tressing form only three weeks ago. In 
•that time he has visited at Sullivan among 
his old friends, returning to Newton a 
week before he died; up to the very 
moment of his death he was not considered 
in moral danger. He drove his sister out 
only the day before. 

More close relationship never existed be- 
tween man and man than between the two 
older Simpson brothers whose every in- 
terest in the past 27 years has been in com- 
mon, and who after being associated to- 
gether during business hours invariably 
sought each others society in the evening 
and on Sundays, although Mr. Frederick 
Simpson is very happily married and has a 
home of his own but a stone’s throw from 
that of his brother. Mrs. Frederick Simp- 
son is in Europe, about to sail for home 
and will not hear the sad news until her 
arrival in New York. As she felt a warm 
affection for her brother-in-law the news 
will indeed be sad. Another brother, 
Joseph, is in business in Chicago, a brunch 
of the same. This will be closed up as 
soon as possible and he will return to 
Newton to take James’ place in the firm of 
Simpson Brothers, paving contractors. 
Mr. Joseph Simpson, with His wife and 
baby, are east now on a visit. To the 
brothers the death of James comes with 
terrible severity, but the blow falls hardest 
and heaviest upon his two sisters, Miss 
Amelia and Miss Eunice, whose home in a 
few short months has been twice desolated. 
Their loss is almost unreconcilable ; 
Whittier could write and Mr. Brooks 
could read : “God has led their dear one on 
and lie can do no wrong,” and assure us 
that we cannot “drift beyond His love and 
care,” but “not all the preaching since 
Adam can make death other than death." 
Time alone, that great pacificator, can 
bring them comfort. 

The body, encased in a handsome drab 
broadcloth casket with heavy silver trim- 
minus, came to Sullivan, Saturday morn- 
ing, accompanied by the two brothers and 
Mr. Whitman, of Newton, a warm friend 
of the family, who bowed his white head 
in his hands, and wept like a child when 
the sad cortege left the cemetery. The 
flowers sent by his intimate friends com- 
pletely filled the western parlor of the 
Simpson home where the body lay at rest. 
It required an express wagon to carry the 
made pieces to the cemetery, while the cut 
flowers were distributed among friends. 
The most beautiful in the collection were a 
pillow, cross, crescent and wreath of 
roses, asters and maidenhair fern from the 
immediate family. A bank of sweet peas 
from his cousins, I)r. and Mrs. F. W. 
Bringham, and a profusion of lilies, 
gladioli, and other cut flowers made a floral 
rug on which the casket rested. Among 
the many loving offerings from friends 
were wreaths of asters and roses from 
Mrs. I*. S. Emery, Mrs. G, W. Lamson, 
Mr. and Mrs. G. 11. Snyder and Mr. ami 
Mrs. George E. Brigham ; a standing cres- 
cent of lilies and roses with sickle of 
purple asters from the Masters Builders 
Association ; and anchor of roses and ferns 
from Mr, and Mrs. I). S. Emery ; a pillow 
of ivy, roses and ferns from 'I'. Stewart A 
Son ; standing wreath of roses, asters and 
ferns from L. L. Willcutt and E. C. Davis; 
and cut flowers in profusion, lilies, gladio- 
li, roses, asters, sweet peas, with maiden- 
hair fern, sinilax and asparagus vine, tied 
in bouquets with satin ribbon from Mr. 
and Mrs. Samuel 1‘. Whitman. Nelson Ab- 
bott, Miss Nellie Abbott and Mrs. Charles 
Lyimm of Concord, N. II., ('. .1. Clark, 
Charles W. Boss, N. I*. Winchell, Mrs. A. 
Maria Lane, Edward F. Barnes, Mrs. Win. 
E. Brigham, Francis Murdock. Mr. and 
Mrs. F. B. Smith, Mr. and Mrs. W. Hobart 
Emerson, F. E. Norris and Mrs. A. Maria 
Lusler. 

Mr. Simpson was a man of rare integri- 
ty and of unimpeachable character; lie has 
the respect ami love of every one in his 
circle of acquaintances. From his boy- 
hood up he made friends and kept them. 
He was a philosopher and a warm admirer 
ol Hubert Ingersol, never missing an op- 
portunity to hear him le ture, but, as para- 
doxical as this may seem to some, his life 
was a religious one in the very best mean- 
ing of that word. He loved His neighbor 
as himself, with charity toward all and 
criticism for none; abhorring that which 
was evil and cleaving to that which was 
good. He was a member of the Newton 
Club; of the Masters Builders Assiciiti m 
and a director in the Newtonville Trust 
Company. 

Every detail of the funeral, which took 
place Saturday, at p. m., was arranged 
by Mr. Alvin T. Wilson. 

The simple service and prayer was most 
Impressively conducted by the Kev. Stop- 
ford Brooke, of Boston, who came from 
Bar Harbor for the occasion. It consisted 
of passages of scripture, Whittier's 
“Eternal Goodness,” the hymn, “Lead 
Kindly Light," uud a praver with another 
short prayer at tin* grave. The funeral 
was largely attended, Messrs. Stan Wilson, 
James Meynell, (’hur)us 1*. Simpson and 
Emery B. Dunbar were puli bearers, and 
Mr. Moses Hawkins assisted Mr. Whitman 
in the fuuerul arrangements. 

Among those in attendance was Mr. 
Oliver Berry of Boston, a boyhood friend 
oi Mr. Simpson, who was yachting along 
-oast and remuined over to pay this

last tribute of respect to- his friend.

Wonalancet. 

When first seen, in advertisement and 
correspondence, this word might he 
thought from the spelling,— won-a lancet, 
—to have been meant to perpetuate the 
memory of some bet between medical 
students, one of whom won a lancet. 

But no: Wonalancet was the musical 
name of an Indian Chief, son of Passacon- 
n way,— a name equally musical. 

Their names, with that of another chief, I 
Cliocorna— whose end, as mountain legends 
tell, was most tragic,— are now applied to I 
three beautiful mountains of the “Sand- 
wich Hange." lying southward of the great 
central mass of the White Mountains. 

Wonalancet is now also the name of a 
small hamlet in the western part of the 
town of Tamworth, N. II., (pronounced by 
the natives, “tam-uth"> time being up- ' 
parently too precious, where people are 
miles apart, or where winter is too cold to 
keep tlie month open long, to allow the full 
pronunciation. 

Having explained the word, “Wona- 
lancet,” I now wish to describe the place 
briefly, as it is probably unknown to many, 
yet is so attractive, beautiful and healthful 
that it might profitably and delightfully be 
known to nil lovers of unspoiled nature. 

As to situation, Wonalancet is a broad 
intervale, or table 1 ind, of woods and level 
meadows, twelve hundred feet above the 
sea. and partly encircled by the mountains 
named, together with Whiteface, Paugus, 
the Ossipee range and their lower foot- 
hills. It is eleven miles, by a delightful 
drive, from West Ossipee. and twenty 
miles from Centre Harbor, from both of 
which places it can be, and is reached, but 
preferably from the former. 

With respect to soil, the region is sandy, 
which secures, dryness, and sweetness 
through perfect natural drainage. The in- 
tervale meadows are fertile, and the roads 
for long stretches are smooth and hard 
enough lor easy cycling. 

The people— sadly too few, and children 
conspicuously absent- are of the same 
honest, kind and shrewd sort that are 
found all over northern New England. 
Heaven help us all to help them to enliven, 
embellish and improve their livesj and to 
acquire habits of healthful daily living to 
suit the change from the life-giving open 
fires of their fathers to the death-dealing 
close stoves of today. Equally may 
Heaven help us to toss some of our fan- 
tastic and superfluous fashions and cere- 
moniousness over their shaky rustic 
bridges into their swift streams to be for- 
ever washed away, and to bring home and 
keep and use some of the country-folks 
sunny souled simplicity, yet without 
robbing them of it. 

The one comprehensive attraction of the 
place is that it contains so many points of 
varied interest where one can spend a day 
or half day with noon or evening luncheon, 
or both, and with stitching, or reading, or 
sketching, or talking, day dreaming, or 
sleeping to pass the time. The “Falls,” 
the l ‘Letlge ’’ the “Pond,” the “old Mill” 
and the Brook-side, all within easy 
walking distance, are such spots; while 
Cliocorna Lake, and the summit of Passa- 
conaway, and other points, furnish longer 
excursions. 

The ascent of Passaconaway deserves 
separate mention. One perfect day for tem- 
perature and clearness, a party of eleven, 
nine of whom were ladies, made the ascent, 
enjoyed the splendid view, and returned, 
between half past nine in the morning and 
half past eight at night, with great pleasure 
t<» all. and no harm toany. Passaconaway, 
4100 feet high, is the highest of the group, 
Whiteface being 100 feet and Chocorua 
’•no feet lower, yet much more difficult to 
climb. The view from it also is superior, 
Mt. Washington, being in full view ; while 
a tangled wilderness of forest-covered 
peaks covers tlie space between, and on all 
sides, including Mt. Pequaket in Conway 
i miscalled Kearsarge • the only original 
and real Kearsarge being in Sutton in the 
New Londou region. 

The especial salubrity of the region is 
owing to tlie breezes blowing over bound- 
less forests of pine, balsam and other ever- 
greens, also to the sandy soil, and the ex- 
quisitely clear sparkling purity of tlie 
streams, which are superior even to well- 
water for drinking. Tlie deliciousness of 
a dip in a far oil' pool in one of them 
makes a bath-tub a mockery in immediate 
contrast. 

Tlie beautiful speckled trout are in the 
streams, and bv the wiles of man some of 
them are found on the table. The cedar- 
bird is found in the thickets, and many 
others, better known to the ornithologists, 
are seen. The botanist finds tlie sides of 
Passaconaway literally carpeted with the 
delicate wood-sorrel, and. is pleased to find 
tlie long sought “Gold thread,” so-called 
from its long string-like bright gold colored 
roots; also a new species of spirunthes. 
The beautiful purple orchis is found, also 
the beautiful dark milky blue berries of the 
northern olintornie and the pure white 
berries of an actaca. 

Foxes are numerous. A house dog was 
seen one day chasing one away across a 
field from Ins master’s chickens. In the 
hottest days, a deer may be found drinking 
at a pond or brook, and once in a long time 
a hear is seen. The climbers of Passucon- 
away were better cheered by the sight of 
a pretty little brown rabbit close to the 
path. 

Such is Wonalancet, tucked in among the 
hills, beautiful to go to, hard to leave, 
living in happy memory for many a day 
when left. Seven houses are within sound 
ot the clear bell swinging in the tower of 
its one little church, which, by a quite 
unique stroke of good fortune, is ministered 
to a part of the time by a distinguished 
retired clergyman of studious habits and 
scholarly tastes, able to till, and who lias 
tilled prominent city pulpits, and who 
mukes tlie place his home for half of the 
year, and has a fine library to aid his 
labors, in a pretty little detuched building 
ut tlie junction of two clear singing 
stre tins. 

After this introduction, us of a friend by 
a friend, the reader can at pleasure add 
this place to the list of His hoped for 
pleasant future acquaintances.

The Middlesex County Commissioners 
Tuesday night, completed the task of re- 
districting the county into legislative dis- 
tricts, and gave it out to the public after it 
had been spread on the official records by 
clerk of courts Hurd. 

The work of re-districting the county, 
which the constitution demands shall be 
done every ten years, 1ms been a difficult 
one. The county was entitled to four 
more representatives to the general court- 
making 47 in all— than it had during the 
past decade. 

The commissioners gave hearings on 10 
days the past and present month, and 
heard the claims and desires of representa- 
tives from every city and town In the 
county. 

From nearly every city were also re- 
ceived petitions and statements from the 
Democratic and Bepublican committees, 
asking that the districts, so far as they 
concerned their cities, bo made in a cer- 
tain way. 

There were 32 districts the past year, 
but for the next 10 years there will be 
only 31, although there is a gain of four 
representatives. This is explained by the 
fact that there are not so many districts 
from which but one representative is sent 
to the state bouse.

There have been a great number of 

changes from the old order. The number- 
ing of the districts begins in Cambridge, 
as heretofore, but in that city wards l and 
are separated and each made a district 
with a single representative each. 

Arlington and Lexington are coupled to- 
gether, to the unfeigned delight of the 
people of botli towns, for they both re- 
quested the commissioners to place them 
together. Arlington parts company with 
Winchester and Lexington with Lincoln. 

Belmont and Watertown are together 
still, but the number of the district is now 
14 instead of lii. 

Waltham and Weston were together for 
the past 10 years, and two representatives 
were sent to the general court. Now Wal- 
tham is a district by itself and lias two 
legislators, while Weston has joined Bed- 
ford, Concord and Lincoln. 

No change is made with Newton. That 
city had two representatives before and 
she lias tlie same number now, although 
her citizens asked for three, but they were 
opposed to being coupled with a town. 

The legal number of voters to each rep- 
resentative was established by the legis- 
lature as 2331, and while some of the dis- 
tricts fall below tills number, and others 
have many more, the commissioners stsito 
that after working for a month on the re- 
districting they have done tlie work to the 
best of their ability and after great figur- 
ing.

PLAIN AMERICAN MANNERS. 

Good llreeding the Clmrarterlst lo of the 
Common People Everywhere. 

A correspondent who 1ms traveled In the 
“wild and woolly west” undertakes to cor- 
rect tho view of a distinguished magazine 
essayist that in tho far western states it is 
difficult to persuade tho populace that “a 
well dressed man with superfine manners 
does not cherish evil designs of some sort." 

The attempted correction is well meant, 
but it will lx? useless. When a person has 
concluded that ids own manners are super- 
fine and ids dress such as to remove him 
from tho ranks of the hoi polloi, it is use- 
less to undertake to correct his views on 
any subject whatever. 

Thero is this to be said, however, for the 
plain, everyday Americans who inhnbit 
tho “outlying districts.” They were sin- 
gularly free from insolence. Tho first mark 
of tho cad is insolence, which shows itself 
in ignorant and silly contempt for others 
, or in a dosiro to magnify itself at tho ex- ; 
j penso of others. It is impossible for ny 
: insolent person to lxi well bred, and en re j 
freedom from insolence is ono of tho i st 
tilings the best breeding gives the lest 
men. And this the native American, of j 
tiie cluss from which Abraham Lincoln j 
! and Andrew Jackson sprang, lias natural- 
ly. Jackson liked to sit in tho kitchen ' 
I smoking a corncob pipe and resting his : 
feet on the jumhs, yet a distinguished 
member of the foreign diplomatic corps 
said that his courtesy would huve adorned 
any court in Europe. Ho was kind, polite ] 
uml considerate to others, not because he • 
habitually wore a frock coat at the right 
time — though lie did that also — but be- 
cause, rash and headstrong as he was when j 
excited, ho was habitually unconscious of ! 
himself und wholly free from the insolence 
which seeks to humiliate others. 

And that kindof “good breeding” is to- 
day the characteristic of tho plain, every- 
day American, whether lie is found in 
Maino or Texas, in New Jersey or Tenues- i 
see, in New York or California. It may 
not prevent him from eating with his 
knifo at times, but it is nevertheless the 
first essential of tho best breeding — of tiie 
only sort of good breeding that is not liable 
to bo put oil when the dross suit is luid 
aside. — Now York World. 


Present and Past In Hungary. 

Traveling in Hungary is traveling 
through ten centuries of history. In utter 
contrast to tho United States, where every- 
body is successfully striving to lie like ev- 
erybody else, Hungary is like ono of those 
mountains iu India on the top of which < 
is eternal ice, and descending on its slopes 
through all floras we finally reach tropical 
exuberance at the bottom.

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SPRAGUE FOR CONGRESS. 


Heretofore Newton has had no influence 
in Congressional conventions, and candi- 
dates have been chosen without regard to 
our preferences. There are two reasons 
for this, one being that we have tried to 
grab all the honors every year, just as 
though there w ere no other towns in the 
district entitled to any office, and another 
that Newton can never unite on a candi- 
date. If there seems a chance for any 
particular Newton man, then some other 
candidate from some other ward will 
spring up, secure part of the delegates, and 
the result is that both are defeated. This 
has been done so many times that this 
year a great many New ton Republicans 
decided to cease throwing away their 
rotes, and to support Senator Sprague. 
Possibly the prospect that he was morally 
certain to be nominated had something to 
do with this, but the fact remains that he 
will have a part of the Newton delegates, 
and his friends claim that he will have a 
majority. 

There is very small chance for a New- 
ton candidate who can not secure the 
nnited vote of Newton, and this no New- 
ton man can do this year. We have failed 
for years to secure the nomination for a 
Newton man, though we have always had 
candidates, and it w ould seem a wise policy 
to make a change, to recognize the fact 
that Newton is not the whole district, and 
that the rest of the district has a right to 
name the candidate at least every other 
year. 

In this way Newton would make some 
friends and when the proper time and the 
proper candidate appeared, other towns 
would join in and help to nominate our 
man. 

It is rather ridiculous for the city to be 
defeated in every convention, and besides, 
the successful candidate will feel under no 
obligation to do anything for Newton, or 
Newton men, w'hen cases come up 
ut Washington in which we are inter- 
ested. 

For these reasons we do not think New- 
ton can do better than to unite this year in 
favor of Senatoi Sprague, and to help 
make his nomination unanimous. lie is 
t lie strongest candidate who lias been 
mentioned, his fitness both by education 
and by training in both branches of the 
state legislature is conceded, and his 
friends have pretty thoroughly canvassed 
the district and have a leud that cannot 
well be broken. 

It is the part of wisdom to recognize 
what can and what cannot be done, ami to 
make the best of circumstances. Newton 
is the largest and richest city in the dis- 
trict, and it ought to have the most in- 
fluence, but so far it has had less influence 
than the very smallest town, and this state 
<uf things will continue until the city is 
able to unite on a candidate, get rid of its 
ward rivalries and follow some shrewd 
xml competent leadership. 

MR. HANNA AND SILVER. 


Mark Hanna descended upon Boston, 
last Saturday, spent Sunday at Beverley, 
am! oil Monday saw the prominent busi- 
ness men of Boston, told them of the need 
of more intelligent work, and bid them 
hustle. It is said that the question of cam- 
paign funds was not mentioned, but Mr. 
Hanna told the men with big pocket-books 
that he would come here again later. Mr. 
llanna thinks the eastern press are doing 
the cause a good deal of injury by claim- 
ing that the issue in this cainpuign is 
wholly one of gold or silver, while the 
great majority of Republicans are really 
bimetallists, uml “in our campaign in the 
West we shall show’ that the Republican 
party lias never been hostile to silver." 

Mr. llanna, as the directing force in the 
campaign, is perhaps the highest authori- 
ty on the standing of the party on impor- 
tant questions, and therefore his utterances 
attract a good deal of attention. 

iu regard to silver he had the following 
to say iu regard to his real position on the 
currency question : 

“Take the farmers of the West. You 
cannot lind a more intelligent class of 
people on the face of the earth, and they 
are, almost to a man, bimetallists. In- 
stead ol the Democrats getting all the 
credit in the West, as the friends of silver, 
we shall show the people there that the 
Republican party, under proper safe- 
guards uml restraints, have no hostility to 
silver. 

“That is bound to have an effect in the 
campaign. There is no doubt iu my mind 
that the tendency of contemporaneous 
opinion is iu favor of bimetallism. 

“Mr. Gladstone cannot live forever, ami 
other men like him who have opposed 
bimetallism w ill not ulwuys control Eng- 
lish opinion. 

“Thire are directors of the Bunk of Eng- 
land who are bimetuliists, and the liuunce 
minister ol Fi ance is u bimetallist. 

“The tendency of scientific thought is iu 
that direction. 

“Personally, 1 am of the opinion that 
natural laws will take cure or the parity 
between gold uml silver. The increased 
production of gold w ill decrease its value, 
and the disparity between it uml silver, iu 


the next live or ten years, w ill not he as 
great ns It is now.” 

Ml K INLET’S LETTER. 

The letter of Mr. McKinley, accepting 
the Republican nomination for the pros!- J 
deucy, has been the general topic of in- 
terest. this week, and the most discrim- 
inating praise of it that we have seen was 
given by Hon. J. R. Leeson, in an inter- 
view in the Boston Herald. 

Mr. I.eeson said that “The opinions ex- 
pressed by Mr. McKinley on the currency 
question are in the main sound. They are 
timely and state the position of the cur- 
rency with admirable clearness and force. 
Many men believe that the logical sequence 
of the position so (dearly taken by Mr. Mc- 
Kinley in regard, ’to the inability of any 
single country, to maintain at a fixed ratio 
between silver and gold the present large 
and prospectively increased production of 
silver, would be that no community of ; 
nations could do so by united action, lienee 
that present conditions point to the im- 
practicability of bi-metallism and to uni- 
veral mono-metallism. Whether in mak- 
ing a choice of our position it is well for 
the United States to adopt the standard of 
China and Mexico rather than of the lead- 
ing commercial nations of the earth, a dis- 
passionate perusal of Mr. MoKiney’s forci- 
ble statement should leave little room for 
doubt." 

“On the other important feature In Mr. 
McKinley’s letter, the Protective Policy, it 
is the judgment of reasonable men that a 
re-adjustment of the tariff schedules upon 
well defined principles, rather than an in- 
crease in the rate, will produce the most 
permanent and satisfactory results, and 
that if the administrative tariff law' can be 
so constructed as to check absolutely the 
fraudulent undervaluation in the importa- 
tion of foreign merchandise, more benefit 
to domestic interests and to the revenue 
would be secured than by increased rates 
of duty.” 

“It is to be hoped that in addition to 
restricting immigration by preventing the 
entrance into this country for residence, so 
as to keep out all who are unable to read 
and write their own native language, all 
cripples, paupers and criminals of every 
kind, that the laws relatingto naturalization 
be thoroughly revised. If it were possible 
to have uniform naturalization laws in all 
the states of the union, providing that all 
w ho enter the country shall be required to 
reside as long in the country as those who 
are born here, before having conferred 
upon them the rights, privileges and re- 
sponsibilities of citizenship, many of the 
evils from which we are now suffering 
would be obviated." 

“Taken as a whole, Mr. McKinley’s 
letter is a strong and able statement of ’ 
policy, and no one acquainted with the 
writer can doubt that if. as now seems 
likely, Mr. McKinley be elected as the next 
President of the United States, he will, by 
his administration, fully live up to all the 
declarations made in the letter.”

THE ECHO OF A WINK. 

Tito Construction of ttio rinmi'tidoncnp* 
ntol IU Application, 

The plum, mb -* >pi* l*» designed to In' 
used l»v | i y-b i. i s and surgeons for de- 
tecting tla* | resenco of disease by sound. 

The instrument consists of a circular flat 
metal box or tympanum, having on its 
one surface two apertures for the attach- 
ment of tlie rubber ear tulies, while tho 
of her surface is formed by a thin disk 
which is readily thrown into vibration. 
The ln*st r»*v« Its are obtained by simply 
applying tills disk to the surface to l>o ex- 
amined. By an ingenious contrivance n 
second disk can Ik* superposed upon this 
one and a vulcanite rod attached to the 
former, so that the area of auscultation 
may l>e extremely el ^inscribed. Tho 
conduction of the sou nos is only slightly 
diminished by the use of tills rod, which 
thus combines tho principle of the solid 
stethoscope with that of tho tympanum. 
Tim rod furnished with the Instrument is 
about two inches in length, but it is stated 
that there are other rods of various lengths 
to enable the phoneudocopist to receive 
sound vibrations from the natural cavities 
which communicate with the exterior of 
the body. Altogether we consider tho in- 
strument highly ingenious, carefully and 
compactly constructed, useful as an aid to 
auscultation, hut yet not likely to entirely 
siqH'rsede tho use of the stethoscope. It 
may also l*o found useful in class demon- 
stration, since it Would be easy by means 
of branched tubes to enable several persons 
to listen at the same time. 

The instrument would be particularly 
useful for the following purposes: 1. Tho 
sound of the respiratory organs, of t lie 
circulation of the blood and of the digestive 
organs in tho healthy body as well as in 
the sick subject. 2. The sounds mmlc by 
tho muscles, joints uml bones. 8. The 
sound of the capillary circulation. 4. The 
slightest sounds produced in any diseased 
condition of the body. Hence it is possible 
to draw on the body dimensions, the posi- 
tion or any alteration in the position of 
the various organs und of tho fluids which 
have gathered in the most important cavi- 
ties of the body. 5. Tho sounds in the ear, 
tho eye, tho bladder, the stomach and the 
Intestines. — Lancet

Should Be Considered by the Yonng Man 
In Choosing a Career. 

Rev. Charles H. Parkhurst, D. D., in 
an article on “Selecting a Career,” ad- 
dressed to young men, in Ladies’ Homo 
Journal, says: • In the life of each one of 
lls, when we reach a certain stage in 
our history, there comes a moment when 
we beeqnte strangely conscious of re- 
source, ai.d when the fibers of body, mind 
and spirit knit themselves into a kind of 
rigid consciousness of power, and when 
that power is felt with bewildering dis- 
tinctness in its relations to the times in 
which we are living and to the years that 
we are facing. And the same overwhelm- 
ing question comes to us came to Jesus 
when lie heard God’s voice, as came to 
Moses when he beheld t lie burning bush, 
as came to Paul amid the dazzling light by 
Damascus: ‘What am I going to do with 
it all? I can make myself great by means 
of it, or I can make the world great by 
means of it. Now which?’ It is a big 
question, and you cannot answer n big 
question in a small way. It strikes to tho 
very root of the whole business of life, and 
you cannot possibly grasp the root by 
chewing the twigs on the branches. It is 
one of those crises in a man’s life that for 
success or failure reaches clear out to the 
end of the years. The entire genius of the 
whole Christian business lies right in 
there. 

“It is a matter of throwing oneself for 
all ho is worth into tho scale of the world’s 
necessities, aiul the process of choosing u 
career is simply tho way in which one 
meets the question as to tho particular 
channel along which the world’s necessities 
can best be reached and supplied by his 
own personal resources.” 

Lava Caves of the Azores. 

The formation of caves in a lava stream 
is a curious process, and one which the 
explorer will lie interested to realize ns 
his investigations proceed, and in these 
islands it lias some remurkubloand perfect 
illustrations. It will be understood that 
the stream of molten matter proceeding 
ordinarily from a volcano soon begins to 
cool externally as it travels. But with a 
great stream, say, 8U or 40 feet thick, a 
long time pusses before it becomes finally 
cooled and solid to its center. A large body 
of melted lava still remains liquid in its 
interior, forming as it were a huge conduit 
or tube full of tho white hot mutter. As 
this uccumulatCH by tho continued supply 
from above tho vast pressure of tho liquid 
on tho lower end of the stream increases. 
Tho effect may be easily imagined. Tho 
solid crust at the front of tho How breaks 
out, the melted interior rushes on again, 
ami the great tube is emptied of its con- 
tents so far as they remain liquid, leaving 
behind a hollow cavern which may and oc- 
casionally does extend for an uninterrupt- 
ed length of several miles. In the course 
of centuries subsequent eruptions may de- 
posit new beds of cinder or ash or now 
streams of lava to any extent above it, but 
tlie cave so formed may remain intact. — 
Outing. 

The Story That Amused Emerson. 

Ralph Waldo Emerson was once greatly 
amused with the following anecdote: A 
lady, deeply veiled and dressed in mourn- 
ing, was riding in a stagecoach in Ver- 
mont, opposite to whom sat a small, sharp 
featured, bluck eyed woman, who began 
catechizing her thus: “Have you lost 
friends?” “Yes, 1 have.” “Was they near 
friends?” "Yes, they was.” “How near?” 
“A husband and u brother.” "Where did 
they die?” ‘Down to Mobile. ” “What did 
they die with?”

THE BKPTKMllF.lt ATLANTIC. 

The Atlantic for September contains two 
articles that have a timely bearing on the 
mlitical situation. In "The Problem of 
lie West," Professor Frederick J. Turner, 
of the University of Wisconsin, traces the 
growth of Western characteristics and 
opinion historically and logically. If there 
is a sharp sectional feeling, he shows that 
it is not a feeling as between two peoples, 
but only as between two neighborhoods.

Save the Bank lot for Public Use. 

To the Editor of the Gkai*iiic:— 

In common with a large number of citi- 
zens, the writer observes with much regret 
the preparations for removal of the Bank 
building and excavation of tiiat portion of 
the lot not already taken by the city for 
street widening purposes, for the founda- 
tions of a new Bank structure. It is gener- 
ally regarded by thoughtful men as a 
serious mistake that the city did not take 
the whole of this lot instead of hulf of it. 
It will cost more to do it now tlian^when 
the seizure was made. The question is not 
can the city afford to take this land, but, 
can the city afford not to take it. 

This is an absence of that careful fore- 
thought in this matter, which looks beyond 
the needs of the present moment, to the re- 
quirements of the city in tiie years immedi- 
ately before us. 

With the completion of the great im- 
provements now in progress, with several 
new streets crossing the Boston A Albany 
tracks, and uninterrupted travel in every 
direction, with a double line of electric car 
tracks traversing Nonuntum Square, Galen 
street and Washington street at intervals 
of five to fifteen minutes, the additional 
business travel of tiie immediate future, 
combined with travel attracted by superior 
and well kept streets, will quadruple in 
volume that now existing. As now 
planned, improved Washington street will 
be narrowest at the most important point, 
viz., its approach to Nonuntum Square. 
Let the city now take the Bunk lot and 
convert it into an open square, saving and 
protecting sucli of tiie fine old trees there- 
on as is possible. Tiie result will be 
apparent at mice in tiie appearance of the 
section, the greater convenience of the 
public, tiie improved business facilities of 
the square, and enhanced value of all the 
store property surrounding it. 

Newton Bank, and its twin institution, 
the Newton Savings Bank, will build their 
fine block elsewhere: they cannot hide 
under a bushel and the locality of their 
choice will be a gainer in a substantial 
way. The change would prove no detri- 
ment to their interests but a benefit. A 
year hence this lot and the buildiftig upon 
it will represent a value of Sloo.ooo, and 
just as surely will arise an imperative de- 
mand for its removal. Gou>.

FELL 40 FEET. 


I’ltOM 'I'll K TIN HAILItORI) It It! DO K AT 
UPI’KIt FALLS. 


James Forbes, a 13-year old Brookline 
: boy, was the hero of a remarkable escape 
from death at Newton Upper Falls Sun- 
I day afternoon. 

! He is the son of Charles Forbes of 
I Sewell place, Brookline, and for his years i 
is an expert bicycle rider. He has the j 
, fullest confidence in his ability to ride a ; 
j wheel in all sorts of places, and his fool- | 
i hardiness nearly cost him his life Sunday 
: afternoon. 

With his fattier and elder brother he had 
ridden out to Needham to look at some 
building lots. As they started for home, j 
shortly after noon, they were overtaken 
by a heavy shower, and it was decided to 
cross the river from Needham to Upper 
Falls by the New England railroad trestle, 
locally known as tiie 'tin bridge.” 

Mr. Forbes and his elder son dismount- 
ed at the bridge and carried their wheels 
across. Tiie younger boy, however, was 
some way in advance, and did not heed his 
father’s directions to dismount. He had 
read of the feats of daring riders, and de- 
sired to emulate their exploits in bridge 
riding. 

Accordingly he attempted to ride across 
on the narrow plank between the rail and 
the ends of the ties. Half his perilous ad- 
venture was accomplished, when suddenly 
his wheel swerved and lie plunged over 
the edge of tiie bridge. 

The bridge at tins point is 40 feel above 
tiie Charles, and the water is but 2 feet 
deep, above a rocky bottom. The father 
and brother, on seeing the boy diiuiupear 
over the edge, hastened to the banfc, ex- 
pecting to lind him dead. 

Their relief can be imagined when they 
discovered him, apparently uninjured, 
dragging his wrecked bicycle from the 
water. He had become separated from the 
wheel in midair, and so escaped entangle- 
ment. The water, shallow as it was, had 
broken his fall of 40 feet, and he appeared 
totally unconcerned over his adventure. 

He walked without assistance to Dr. 
Thompson’s house on Oak street, where 
it was found that his only injury was a 
broken collar bone. Tiie doctor describes 
the boy’s nerve, under the circumstances, as 
something remarkable. He reft sed to 
change his water-soaked garments, and was 
taken at once to his home in Brookline. 

Several years ago a man fell from the 
"tin bridge” at the same point, and met 
instant death.

A Curious Street Car Accident.
